Ministerial meeting will be held in Kuwait 


TOKYO, Oct 25, (Reuter): The 
price of a barrel of Middle East 
exude ofl has tumbled below S10 
due to OPEC's failure to con- 
vince the market it would curb 
excess production. Far East oil 
industry sources said today. 

The benchmark Middle East 
crude, from Dubai, has plunged 
by more than SI. 80 to around 
$9.85 since Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
ministers ended talks in Madrid 
on Saturday with no clear mes- 
sage to boost crumbling oil 
prices. 

“There was a common feeling 
, that OPEC faded to achieve any- 
thing,” said an oil trader for a 
Japanese company. “If they had 
had a consensus on any point, 
they would have issued a com- 
munique, which they did noL" 

Industry sources said oil prices 
would have to fall still further to 
force the 1'3-nation group to take 
decisive measures to rescue the 
market. 

“1 think that they need another 
dollar decline before they can 
come to any comprehensive 
agreement,” one refiner said. 

OPEC has had a target price of 
$18 a barrel for oil since Dec 
1986. 

Direct talks

(Reuter): The United Nations 
today asked Morocco and the 
Polisario Front to begin direct 
negotiations “in the shortest pos- 
sible time” aimed at a Western 
Sahara ceasefire and referendum 
on the territory’s future.

Typhoon Ruby sinks 
ship with 511 aboard 


1 . - Gulf efforts

j MANILA, Oct 25, (Agen- 
cies): Hundreds of people 
were missing today from a. 
passenger ship that sank 
when typhoon Ruby lashed 
the Philippines before moving 
into the South China Sea. The 
storm killed at least 97 other 
people and left tens of 
thousands homeless. 

Ruby hit the main island of 
Luzon with torrential rains and 
winds reaching 224 kilometres 
(140 miles) per hour. By late 
today, it was heading west in the 
South' China Sea with winds of 
257 kilometres (160 miles) per 
hour. 

The stonn caused widespread 
flooding on Luzon and other 
islands, triggering landslides and 
washing away bridges. Agricul- 
ture Secretary Carlos Domin- 
guez said preliminary estimates 
put damage to crops at $45.7 
million. 

Damage 

Casualty and damage reports 
were incomplete because of poor 
communications. Figures com- 
piled from the Red Cross and 
various government agencies 
showed 26 dead in Antique 
province, 20 in Occidental Min- 
doro. IS in Zamboanga del Sfir 
province, 11 in Cagayan de Oro, 

\ in M anflaa Manlrina suburb, 
six on Camiguin island, three m 
Nueva Edja, two inSurigao city, 
and one each in Pampanga, 
Bulacan and Iloilo. 

Coast Guard officials confir- 
med today that the 2,845-ton 
passenger liner Dona Marilyn 
sank the day before in the stormy 
Visayas Sea, about 500 
kilometres (300 miles) southeast 
of Manila. 

The vessel was carrying 451 
passengers and 60 crew members 
from Manila to Tadoban on 
Leyte island when it radioed a 
distress call, said Carlos Go, gen- 
eral manager of Sulpido Lines, 
owner of the vessel. It was 
unclear how many people were 
losL 

Lt. Rey Esguerra of the Coast 
Guard station in Cebu said res- 
cuers found 11 survivors on 
Maripipi island and another 
small island and that four people 
were found in the water. 

Vicente Gambito, vice- 
president of Sulpido Lines, said 
a total of 18 survivors had been 
rescued. Search operations were 
suspended late today because of 
darkness and bad weather but 
were to resume tomorrow. 

Colliding 

The Dona Marilyn was the 
replacement ship for the Dona 
Faz, a Sulpido Lines ship that 
yank after colliding with an oil 
ranker off Mindoro island on 
Dec 20, 1987. Authorities believe 
more than 3,000 people died in 
what was the worst known 
peacetime accident at sea. 

Elsewhere, officials said 25 
people were missing in the south- 
ern Mindanao island coastal city 


of Cagayan de Oro. Fifteen oth- 
ers were missing in Zamboanga 
dd Sur province and an undeter- 
mined number were missing after 
a crowded bus plunged into a 
swollen river yesterday in 
Antique province. 

Swept 

The Weather Service, said 
Ruby's centre passed about 80 
kilometres (50 miles) east of 
Manila early today and swept 
into the provinces of Tarlac, 
Bulacan and Nueva Erija, the 
Philippine's rice-producing 
heartland. 

Government meteorologists 
said more than 22 centimetres 
(nine inches) of rain fell at Man- 
ila's airport in 24 hours. Domes- 
tic flights were cancelled but 
international service operated 
normally. 

President Corazon Aquino 
today visited Marikina, the har- 
dest hit district in the Manila 
area, and met with some of the 
thousands who fled their homes 
to escape flood waters. 

Two US helicopters from 
Clark Air Base joined Filipino 
troops and civilian volunteers in 
rescuing hundreds stranded on 
rooftops, trees and lampposts m 
the flooded area. 

. In Zamboanga, two Philip- 
pine Navy ships sank yesterday 
after being battered by heavy 
waves. There were no casualties. 
A tugboat owned by the state- 
run Philippine National Oil 
Company also sank on the 
Bataan peninsula, but there were 
no casualties. 

Flooding 

Power outages and wide- 
spread flooding hit Manila early 
today as Ruby approached. 
Schools, government offices, 
Manila’s two stock exchanges 
and many private businesses 
were dosed as stror.g winds and j 
rains buffeted the capital 
throughout the day. 

The Depaitmen t of Education 
said schools would remain dosed 
tomorrow because of wide- 
spread flooding and lack of elec- 
tricity. Schools also were being 
used as evacuation centres. 

The Department of Social 
Welfare said at least 1 10,000 of 
the nation's 56 million people 
were left homeless by the storm. 
More than 400,000 people were 
“affected,” meaning their homes 
were damaged or destroyed, the 
government said. 

Ruby was the 18th typhoon or 
tropica] storm to hit the Philip- 
pines this year and was the stron- 
gest typhoon to hit Luzon since 
Patsy, which killed at least 175 
people in 1970. 

The Philippine Red Cross said 
26 bodies had been recovered 
from the wreckage of a bus that 
plunged off a bridge yesterday in 
Antique province of Panay 
island during high winds and 
heavy rains. 

Officials said there were con- 
flicting reports on how many 
were aboard the bus.

Shara holds talks on 
Lebanon with Amir 


Car bomb in Bekaa 
valley targets Syrians 


BEIRUT, Oct 25, (Reuter): A 
powerful car bomb exploded 
next to a bus carrying Syrian 
soldiers on the Beirut-Damascus 
highway today, in a new attack 
on Syria's role in Lebanon. 

Witnesses said at least three 
people were wounded when the 
Mercedes car exploded at a 
crossroads on the highway in the 

Bekaa valley eightkm(fiverailes) 

from the Syrian border. 

"The explosion targetled a bus 
carrying Syrian soldiers,, a 
police officer said. “There are 
casualties but untij now we have 
no specific details,” 

The witnesses, who arrived at 
the scene two hours after the 
blast, said the bus had been 
removed but the twisted remains 
of the Mercedes remained near a 
two-metre- wide crater gouged m 
the road. 


Local radio stations said the 
car was packed with 40 kg (90 
pounds) of explosives. 

Initial radio reports spoke of 
several fatalities from the Mast 

Heavily-aimed Syrian troops 
immedia tely sealed off the area 
and fired in the air to prevent 
people approaching. Their 
officers refused lo give out any 
information. 

The blasL was the latest in a 
series of attacks aimed at under- 
mining . Syria's security role in 
Lebanon, where 25,000 Syriap 
troops control 65 per cent of the 
territory. 

Eight Syrian soldiers have 
been killed in Muslim West 
Beirut by bomb or gun attacks 
since Syrian troops moved into 
the city in February 1 987 to end 
militia anarchy. 


KUWAIT, Oct 25, (Agencies): 
Syrian Foreign Minister Farouq 
A1 Shara, who made an unan- 
nounced visit to Kuwait today 
delivered a message from 
President Hafez A1 Assad to HH 
the Amir. 

Shara is on a tour of Gulf 
states to dismiss the Lebanese 
crisis. He arrived in Abu Dhabi 
later today. 

Before leaving Kuwait, Shara 
said he was satisfied with the 
Amir’s “valuable opinions con- 
cerning the Arab situation in 
general and the Lebanese situa- 
tion in particular.*' 

Asked about a call by several 
Arab leaders, led by United Arab 
Emirates President Sheikh 
Zayed Bin Sultan A1 Nahayan, 
for an Arab summit meeting on 
Lebanon, Shara said Syria “wel- 
comes any Arab effort.” 

Meanwhile, Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Khad- 
dam arrived in Amman and met 
with King Hussein to discuss the 
deepening crisis in Lebanon. 

Khaddam 

Syrian sources in Damascus 
said Khaddam was carrying an 
“urgent message” from A1 Assad 
to the Jordanian monarch. But 
they would not disclose details. 

The official Jordanian news 
agency, Petra, reported Khad- 
dam ’s arrival ana the meeting 
with Hussein without elabora- 
tion. 

The sudden flurry in Syrian 
diplomatic activity followed calls 
for an emergency Arab summit 
to avert the formal partition of 


Lebanon, already carved into 
Muslim and Christian cantons 
after 13 years of civil war. 

Syria is Iran’s main Arab ally 
and Iraq, freed from the Gulf 
war, is clearly seeking to counter 
Syrian influence there. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein attended weekend meetings 
between King Hussein, Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak and 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 

A1 Assad has been feuding 
with Mubarak, because of 
Egypt's 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel, and Arafat from whom 
he has sought to wrest control of 
the Palestinian movement 

Shara told reporters that no 
one should expect "a speedy 
solution for the Lebanese crisis.” 

He said that a settlement in 
Lebanon, where a deepening 
constitutional crisis has height- 
ened fears of formal partition, 
depended on “achieving political 
reform and national reconcilia- 
tion" between the country’s 
feuding Christians and Muslims. 

Syria backs the Lebanese 
Muslims' demands for an equal 
share of power with the 
traditionally dominant Chris- 
tians, who now comprise an 
estimated 45 per cent of the 
population.

KUWAIT, Oct 25, (Reuter): 
Iran and Iraq will join other Gulf 
states next week to discuss how 
to remove mines, shipwrecks and 
other threats to shipping left by 
the eight-year Gulf war, officials 
and diplomats said today. 

Badrya A1 Awadhi, co-ordin- 
ator of the Kuwait-based 
Regional Organisation for the 
Protection of the Marine 
Environment (ROPME), said 
Kuwait had convened an 
extraordinary ROPME minis- 
terial meeting lo be beld in the 
northern Gulf state on Oct 31 
and Nov I. 

Objects 

“We will work on a plan on 
how to remove shipwrecks that 
exist after the war and other 
objects which might hinder inter- 
national navigation.” she said, 
adding mines could also be 
included. 

Another source who asked not 
to be named said the main 
impetus was the threat to Gulf 
shipping posed by dozens of 
mines laid by Iran and Iraq near 
the northern GulfcoasL 

“Kuwait wants to remove the 
danger of its shipping la nes as the 
mines come adrift,” the source 
said. 

US naval sources say there 
could be around 200 mines left in 
the northern Gulf, many too 
dose to the coast for foreign 
minesweep e rs sent to the water- 
way last year. 

Winter storms are likely to tear 
some of them from their moor- 
ings and carry them south into 
international shipping lanes, the 
sources say. The Kuwaiti Navy 
has already discovered several 
offitscoasL 

ROPME was formed in 1982 
by all eight states on the Gulf — 
Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia, Bahrain, Qatar, the 
United Arab Emirates and 
Oman— -to fight pollution in the 
waterway. 

Spills 

The organisation has tackled 
oil spills resulting from Gulf war 
air raids but not the presence of 
mines. 

Diplomats said ROPME was 
an ideal forum because of its suc- 
cessful record of co-operation 
between Iran and the Gulf Arab 
states despite political tension 


menl which focuses on the need 
for a political process moving 
toward peace,” State Depart- 
ment spokesman Charles Red- 
man said. 

Redman said be could not 
provide a fuller response because 
the department had not yet 
received details of the talks which 
were brokered by Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak and 
involved Jordan's King Hussein 
and PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat.

Commenting on the Aqaba 
meeting Holst said: “I think this 
meeting serves eloquent notice 
that something is happening 
(with) a new initiative and a new 
momentum. 

Turkey is ready to recognise 
any Palestinian stale proclaimed 
by the PNC provided all Arab 
countries do so first, a senior 
Turkish official said today.

Gulf peace talks to resume on Oct 31 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct 25. 
(Reuter): Iran and Iraq will 
resume their peace talks in Gen- 
evaon Oct 31, Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar announ- 
ced today. 

Perez de Cuellar said be would 
take part in the talks with the 
foreign ministers. 

Appear 

The secretary-general expec- 


The secretary-general expec- 
ted to remain in Geneva for four 
or five days, though his special 
representative. Jan Eliasson of 
Sweden, would stay on to con- 
tinue the talks. 

Perez de Cuellar said he hoped 


the new round of meetings would 
be fruitful and contribute to buil- 
ding confidence between the par- 
ties. 

“I am encouraged by the fact 
that both sides appear ready to ■ 
show their goodwill by proceed- 
ing with some repatriation (of 
prisoners) in the near future. For 
the sake of those concerned. 1 
dearly hope that this will be pos- 
sible in the near future," he 
added without giving details. 

UN-mediated talks aimed at 
implementing a Gulf peace 
resolution adopted by the 
Security Council in July 1987 
opened in Geneva on Aug 25 this 


year, five days after the start of a 
ceasefire in the eight-year Gulf 
war. 

They were attended by 
Foreign Ministers Ati Akbar 
Velayali oflran and Tareq Aziz 
of Iraq: 

The negotiations adjourned 
on Sept 13 and were resumed 
briefly in New York on Oct l,but 
with lew signs of progress. 

Meanwhile, Iran told the 
International Red Cross yester- 
day that it is ready for swift 
repatriation of prisoners from 
the I ran -Iraq war under a UN 
peace plan, but it awaits Iraq's 
full agreement. 


The statement from the Iran- 
ian Foreign Ministry to the Inter- 
national Committee of the Red 
Cross in Geneva was circulated 
at the United Nations. 

The document said the POWs’ 
return must be in accordance 
with UN Resolution 598, which 
is a Gulf peace plan, and with the 
UN secretary-general's own 
implementation programme for 
the plan. 

Iraq has said it is willing to 
begin immediate repatriation on 
humanitarian grounds — out- 
ride of the UN peace process— if 
Iran agrees.

ROPME would not discuss 
the Shatt A1 Arab, the disputed 
river dividing Iran and Iraq at the 
head of the Gulf now blocked by 
dozens of war-damaged ships.

An Iraqi demand to clear the 
Shatt is at the centre of lran-1 raq 
peace talks due to resume in Gen- 
eva on Oct 31. The belligerents 
attacked more than 500 ships in 
the Gulf itself before an Aug 20 
ceasefire but very few of them 
sunk.

Union and five European states 
rushed minesweepers to the 
region lasL year after mines 
widely blamed on Iran were 
found in shipping lanes handling

Foreign minesweepers have 
cleared the southern Gulf and 
Iran has carried out its own 
minesweeping since theceasefire. 
covering large areas of its coastal 
waters. 

Cleared 

Iran will sweep international 
sealanes in the Gulf once it has 
cleared all its coastal waters of 
mines, Iran *s Navy commander 
was quoted as saying yesterday. 

• Speaking in the Gulf port of 
Manshahr, he said two sweeping 
operations which started in the 
northern Gulf and the Hormuz 
Strait were converging on the 
central part of the waterway. 

Badrya said ROPME's first 
job would be to find out the 
extent of the problem. Thiscould 
involve contact with inter- 
national organisations and a 
feasibility study, she said. 

Boost 

Badrya said she hoped the 
ceasefire would boost ROPME 
efforts to protect LheGulf marine 
environment “We want to do a 
study for the whole coast to find 
out what was the effect of the 
war. We don't know the exact 
level of pollution.” she said. 

This could involve reviving an 
“open cruise" project proposed 
in 1983 and shelved because of 
the war. Scientists from all eight 
members would conduct 
research along the entire coast, 
collecting samples of water, 
sediment and marine life. 

Badrya said ROPME was not 
aware of a significant increase in 
pollution attributable to the war. 
The biggest threa is came from oil 
slicks created by an Iraqi raid on 
Iran's Nowruz offshore field in 
1983 and a US raid on Iran's 
R os lam platform in the southern 
Gulf last year. 


Peruvian plane 
crashes 

LIMA, Oct 25, (Reuter): A 
Peruvian passenger plane with 65 
on board crashed shortly after 
takeoflf high in the Andes and 
some survivors were reported, a 
spokeswoman for the slate 
airline said today. 

Aeroperu spokeswoman 
Amalia Silva said the F-28 Fok- 
ker crashed minutes after taking 
off from the airport at Juliaca in 
Puno province 540 miles (900 
km) south of Lima.

Chancellor meets Sakharov 


Kohl pays homage 
to victims of war

MOSCOW, Oct 25. (AP): West 
Oerman Chancellor Helmut 
K-ohl paid homage today to both 
the Soviet and German victims of 
World War I i and highlighted his 
concern for human rights bv 
meeting with Andrei D. Sak- 
harov. the Nobel peace prize 
laureate. 

Kohl, a conservative Christian 
Democrat , began a second round 
of mlk;. with Soviet President 
Mikhail Gorbachev, the official 
Soviet news agency Tass said. 
Earlier. Kohl met with Premier 
Nikoiai 1. Ryzhkov, the head of 
the eounci 1 o'f ministers. 

Kohl arrived in Moscow on an 
official four-day visit yesterday. 
In remarks at a Kremlin dinner 
given in Kohl's honour last 
night. Gorbachev appeared to 
rule out any change in the div- 
ision of Germany and Berlin that 
followed the Nazi defeat in 
World War II. 

“The attempts to upset what 
has been created in the (post- 
war! process or push through 
unrealistic policies is an 
unpredictable and even dan- 
gerous business." Gorbachev 
said. 

Rebuff 

Members of Kohi's entourage 
look Gorbachev's remarks to be 
a clear rebuff to recent proposals 
made by Kohl for a change in the 
status of Berlin and closer rela- 
tions between NATO member 
West Germany and Moscow- 
aligned East Germany. 

The two leaders held their first 
round of talks yesterday after- 
noon. 

Today morning, in freezing 
tempera tu res and under an over- 
cast gray sky. Kohl laid a wreath 
at the Soviet tomb of the unkn- 
own soldier beside the Kremlin 



Wall. The ceremony, a protocol 
must for foreign dignitaries visit- 
ing Moscow, takes on a special 
poignancy when performed by a 
German. 

“The distinguished, guest hon- 
oured by a minute of silence the 
memory of millions of Soviet 
people 'who died in the great 
patriotic war of 1941-45," Tass 
said in a brief report. 

Kohl then was driven to a 
waited cemetery in the Moscow 
district of Lyublino, where 596 
German soldiers, who were 
taken prisoner by the Red Array 
and later died in captivity, are 
buried. 

On a dark granite obelisk at 
the cemetery’s entrance, the 
words “For Peace and Recon- 
ciliation" are carved in Russian. 
Prior to Kohl’s arrival, a solitary 
flower had been placed on each 
German soldier’s grave in the 
front row. 

Kohl laid a wreath and walked 
between the graves, their stone 
border a freshly painted white. 


French assassins killed 
Kennedy: British film 


LONDON. Oct 25. (Reuter): A 
British television documenfary 
claims President Kennedy was 
assassinated by a three-man 
French hit ?quad hired by the US 
Mafia. 

The two- hour programme, 
"The men who killed Kennedy," 
wajjdustobe screened ronighron 
commercial television in Britain 
after v. ha f its producers. Central 
Television, said were two years of 
research. 

Former US Marine Lee 
Harvey Oswald was accused of 
killing John F. Kennedy on Nov 
22. 1963. but was shot dead in a 
Dallas police station by local 
night club owner Jack Ruby 
before he could stand trial. 

Attempt 

The programme's director, 
Nigel Turner, told reporters it 
alleges iha: three gangsters from 
the French Mediterranean port 
of Marseilles received a "con- 
tract." from. US organised crime 
to kill Kennedy. 


The documentary names one 
of the alleged hitmen as Luries 
Sarti. whom it said was killed in 
Mexico in 1972.

An NBC-Waii Street Journal 
survey released last night showed 
18 states appeared strongly com- 
mitted to Bush and another 18 
leaning in his direction for a total

STOCKHOLM, Oct 25, 
(Reuter): Sweden plunged into 
yet another arms scandal today 
after police raided a state-owned 
arms company and prosecutors 
launched legal proceedings 
against two employees suspected 
of smuggling weapons to black- 
listed states. 

Police said they raided three 
buildings of the state-owned 
arms company FFV Ordnance 
late yesterday. They gave few 
details but said they were inves- 
tigating suspicions that the com- 
pany sold anti-tank missiles to 
countries forbidden to receive 
them under Swedish law between 
1980 and 1988. 

Scandals 

At the same time, state 
prosecutors informed two FFV 
employees, whose names were 
not released, that they were sus- 
pected of illegally exportingarms 
— the first legal step towards 
prosecution in the Swedish 
judicial system. 

It was the latest in a long series 
of scandals to hit the Swedish 
aims industry, which is facing its 
worst crisis in decades because of 
government plans to cut military 


spending. 

“After the past couple of 
years, everything in the Swedish 
arms industry is open to inves- 
tigation and every time the police 
investigate anything they seem to 
uncover something new," said 
Aaron Karp, an international 
arms trade expert at the Stock- 
holm International Peace 
Research Institute (SIPRI). 

Neutral Sweden, an outspo- 
ken supporter of world disar- 
mament, maintains a large 
weapons industry to bolster its 
stance of armed neutrality. But 
manufacturers are not allowed to 
export to countries at war or in 
areas of tension. 

Previous police investigations 
have established that this law was 
repeatedly violated throughout 
the 1970s and 1980s. Advanced 
Swedish weapons systems, 
ammunition and explosives were 
shipped in large quantities to a 
host of nations on the forbidden 
list.

The two countries have called 
for an international conference 
on Middle East peace, grouping 
the five big powers and all con- 
cerned parties, as the forum for 
bringing the Arabsand Israelis to 
the negotiating table. 
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In a taped interview televised 
last night, he denounced the tone 
of the electoral contest, saying:

demonstrators. There were no 
immediate reports of injuries. 

In the town of Medawach- 
cniya, about 140 kilometres (90 
miles) northeast of Colombo, 
police were called to disperse 
3,000 protesters demanding the 
government's resignation. 

In Welimada, about HO 
kilometres (70 miles) east of the 
capital, about 5,000 people 
staged a sit-in on public high- 
ways, officials said. Police were 
unable to disperse them, officials 
said. 


In Colombo, one more person 
died on injuries from a 
homemade pipe bomb that 
exploded last night at a residence 
where the ruling United 
National Party was meeting. 
That raised the death toll to 
eight. At least 40 others were 
injured, police said. 

Police initially blamed the 
front for the Monday nigphl bom- 
bing. But party officials said 
today they had not ruled out the 
possibility the bomb was the 
work of unspecified radical 
opposition political parties. 

Police said two men on a 
motorcycle flung two pipes 
packed with explosives into the 
crowd at Kotehena, three 


kilometres (two miles) north of 
thedty centre, but only one of the 
homemade bombs exploded. 

The violence in Sri Lanka has 
escalated with the approach of 
presidential elections scheduled 
for Dec. 19.

Hirohito 

discharges 

blood 

TOKYO, Oct 25, (Agencies): 
Emperor Hirohito discharged a 
“considerable amount” of blood 
from his bowels this afternoon 
and received 600 cubic cen- 
timetres (1 .26 pints) in an emer- 
gency transfusion, the Imperial 
Household Agency said. 

Agency spokesman Kenji 
Maeda told palace reporters that 
when the 87-year-old Emperor 
discharged the blood at 4 pm 
(0700 GMT), his blood pressure 
fell below 100, as it did Oct I, and 
his pulse may have reached more 
than 1 10 beats a minute. 

On Oct 1, the emperor also 
discharged a lot of blood and 


received 600 ccina transfusion. 

Maeda said 1/1-2 hours later, 
Hirohito’s blood pressure went 
up to 118 over 58 and his pulse 
went down lo 108 beats a minute. 
His temperature was 38 Celsius 
(100.4 Fahrenheit). 

Maeda said the emperor was in 
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stable condition and was sleep- 
ing well at 5:30 pm (0830 GMT). 

It was the first time the mon- 
arach discharged blood since 
yesterday. Doctors had adminis- 
tered no transfusions the last two 
days- 

Although the palace has den- 
ied the reports, major Japanese 
newspapers and the 'Kyodo 
News Agency said the emperor 
has been suffering rrom 
abdominal cancer since undergo- 
ing intestinal bypass surgery to 
remove an egg-sized blockage on 
Sept 22, 1987.

Checkposts being 
set up in Sind 

ISLAMABAD, Oct 25, 
(KUNA): About 400 checkposts 
are being set up in four major 
cities of troubled Sind province, 
officials said. 

These are being set up to stop 
periodic bloody ethnic distur- 
bances and maintaining peace 
during the general elections 
which are only three weeks away. 

Under a government scheme, 
394 checkposts are to be establi- 
shed in Sind province — 207 in 
Karachi, 82 in Hyderabad, 51 in 
Sukkur, and 54 in Larkana. 

These will be maimed by crack 
units of police and Army and will 
be equipped with automatic 
weapons and fast moving 
armoured personnel carriers. 


Gaza youth in 
serious condition 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Oct 25, (UPI): A seven-year-old 
Gaza Strip boy hit by a plastic 
bullet during a protest was in 
serious condition today, an 
Army spokesman said. - 

Earlier the spokesman had 
said the boy, who was wounded 
yesterday -during dashes bet- 
ween soldiers and protesters, had 
died early today. 

Ali Abu Ahmrah, who is from 
the town of Rafah in the 
occupied Gaza Strip, was in the 
intensive care unit at Tel 
Hashomer Hospital outside Tel 
Aviv, a hospital spokesman said. 
Earlier today hospital officials 
refused to release any informa- 
tion about the youth.

NEW DELHI, Oct 25, (Reuter): 
The Dalai Lama, exiled Tibetan 
spiritual leader, has offered to 
hold the first official talks with 
China on the future of Tibet in 
Geneva in January, his office in 
New Delhi said today. 

His offer follows China's 
invitation Lo direct talks if the 
Dalai Lam a dropped his demand 
for Tibetan independence. China 
asked him to set a time and place 
for the talks. 

A statement from the Dalai 
Lama's office said he would send 
representatives to meet Chinese 
officials in Geneva, with instruc- 
tions to approach the meeting 
with sincerity. 

It said he hoped China would 
respond positively. 

Basis 

The Dalai had called 

earlier for talks on the basis of a 
speech to the European 
Parliament in Strasbourg in 
June, in which he suggested that 
China maintain foreign policy 
control of an internally self- 
governing Tibet. 

The Chinese said this main- 
tained the demand for indepen- 
dence and rejected it as a basis for 
discussion. Today's statement 
did not mention the Strasbourg 
plan. 

The Dalai Lama said in an 
interview in northern India yes- 
Lerday that he was optimistic 
about the talks. 


WASHINGTON, Oct 25. (AP): 
The Soviet Union is seeking 
agreement to use a Philippines 
ship repair yard, raising US con- 
cerns about potential eavesdrop- 
ping on the strategic American 
naval base at Subic Bay, accord- 
ir.jto government officials. 

The officials said the L^S 
administration opposes any such 
arrangement on grounds that it 
would give the Soviets close 
access to Subic, perhaps the most 
important American military 
installation outside the United 
Slates. 

The Philippines has rejected 
previous Soviet requests for ship 
repair at the PHILSECO yard, 
but Moscow recently renewed 
the request. The officials, who 
insisted on anonymity, said there 
are inconclusive indications the 
Philippines may approve the new 
request. 

Philippine Shipyard and 
Engineering Corp., as PHIL- 
SECO is known, is on Subic Bay. 
next to Subic Bay Naval Base. 

One reason Philippine auth- 
orities may change their mind, 
Lhe officials said, is that the repair 
yard is losing money. The enter- 
prise is a joint venture of Philip- 
pine and Japanese interests. 

Cose access to Subic would 
not only be an intelligence-gath- 
ering tonus for the Soviets, it 
also would enable their vessels to 
remain longer in the region, thus 
enhancing the Soviets' military 
capability, the officials said. 

The Soviet desire for ship 
repair apparently reflects a 
major Soviet military buildup in 


the Pacific in recent years. Accor- 
ding to the Defence Department, 
the Kremlin has increased the 
□umber of ships and submarines 
in its Pacific fleet by 40 vessels to 
a total of 860 since the end of 
1984. 

Approval of the Soviet 
proposal also would be seen as 
further evidence of a desire by the 
Philippines to disassociate itself 
from the United States. A more 
independent Philippine stance 
was apparent during recent base 
negotiations with the United 
States, which frequently were 
marked by acrimony. 

A week ago. the two countries 
signed an agreement to provide 
the Philippines with S962 million 
in military and economic aid 
over the next two years in 
exchange for continued US 
access to Subic and to Clark air 
field. They arc the largest US 
military installations overseas. 
Increase 

Both the Philippines and the 
United States have left open the 
possibility that their 1947 base 
agreement will not be renewed 
when it expires in 199!. 

Reaction in the Philippines to 
the aid agreement has been hos- 
tile. partly because Philippine 
negotiators backed away from 
their original demand for more 
than SI billion annually in assis- 
tance. 

Still, the S48 1 million in 
annual aid agreed to for 1 990 and 
1991 represented a sharp 
increase from the SI 80 million 
the United States had been pled- 
ging since 1983.

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British minister discusses 
peace in Middle East 


DUBAI, 0.'t 25, (KUNA): Brit- 
ish Minister of State at the 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office William Wakiegrave left 
here today after a three-day visit 
to the United Arab Emirates and 
a tour which included Qatar and 
Saudi Arabia. 

Waldegrave's talks with UAE 
officials centred on promoting 
peace talks between Iran ana 
Iraq to reach a just settlement 
acceptable to both parties. 

Officials also discussed the 
Middle East question which he 
called the most dangerous region 
of dispute in the world. The first 
step to end this crisis would be to 
convene ihe international con- 
ference. approved by all parties 
except Israel. 

Relations 

During the talks, he said 
Britain supports Palestinian par- 
ticipation in the conference but 
favours its presence through a 
confederation with Jordan. 

Hie British people and gov- 
ernment are impressed by the 
sacrifices being made by Pales- 
tinian children and youth in the 
uprising, he was quoted as say- 
ing. Hesaid the Palestinians have 


succeeded in conveying their 
message to the world. 

The British minister also 
hailed UAE President Sheikh 
Zayed Bin Sultan A1 Nahayan's 
initiative which calls for holding 
an emergency Arab summit to 
discuss the deteriorating situa- 
tion in Lebanon. 

Britain and other European 
Economic Committee member 
states will do their best to help 
solve the problem, he said. 

Agreement 

Discussing Anglo-Iranian 
relations, the minister said res- 
toration of diplomatic relations 
is under way but not at the 
expense of Iraq. Resumption of 
ties is not related to the British 
hostages in Lebanon, be said. 

Meanwhile, Waldegrave said 
British naval forces will stay in 
the Gulf as long as there is a need 
for them. 

He also said London's eco- 
nomic policy will not change 
after the Conservative govern- 
ment derision to cut by half the 
shares owned by Kuwait in Brit- 
ish Petroleum, he said.

The KPTC is doing a 
feasibility study of the additional 
hour of service. It will be expan- 
ded to other areas in Kuwait if 
the experiment is successful. 

The new service will be exten- 
ded to go to and from Kuwait 
City and other suburbs in 
Kuwait, Jasser concluded. 


Israel’s increasing 
nuclear capability 
worries Oman 


UNITED NATIONS, at 25, 
(KUNA): Oman has warned the 
UN Political and Security Com- 
mittee about nuclear weapons 
falling into the hands of states 
with hostile intentions. 

Omani representative Izzat 
Bin Sabeel Al Zadgaly said yes- 
terday that Israel's increasing 
nuclear capability, poses a real 
danger to regional security and 
impedes the creation of a 
nudear- weapon-free zone in the 
Middle East. Israel should be 
placed under the control of the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA), he said. 

He said Oman is concerned 
about Israel launching a satellite 
to spy on the military activities of 
the Arab countries. “That 
aggressive act threatened the 
security and stability in the Mid- 
dle East and the Mediterran- 
ean,” he said. 

Zadgaly welcomed the Soviet- 
American agreement on the 
elimination of short and 
medium-range nuclear weapons 
as well as an international con- 
ference to prevent the spread of 
chemrial weapons, which will 
lead to the promotion, of the 1925 


Geneva Protocol. 

The Omani diplomat said the 
real challenge to the inter- 
national community will be 
doing the preparatory work for 
the fourth review conference of 
the treaty on the non-prolifera- 
tion of nuclear weapons (NPT). 

The conference, should 
remove all doubt that the treaty 
will perpetuate the situation of 
those states with nuclear 
weapons and those that do not 
have them, he said. 

Discussing nava! disar- 
mament, Al Zadgaly said con- 
fidence-building measures are 
needed to secure safety and 
reduce the dangers of confronta- 
tions al sea, especially those 
involving ships with nuclear 
weapons. 

Safeguards 

“Such international efforts 
should complement those made 
at the bilateral level, and should 
take place within the framework 
of the conference on disar- 
mament, guranteeing security 
for ships engaged in non-military 
activities and providing 
safeguards for the ships of 
. neutralcotmtries," faft&kU 


Unifying prices 
at pharmacies 
under study 

AUTHORITI ES are conducting 
a study to unify prices of drags 
sold at private pharmacies, 
according to a local daily. 

Unification of prices will be- 
come effective by the middle of 
next year, the daily added. 

The study will evaluate costs 
and quality of locally manufac- 
tured and imported drugs. 
Officials want to satisfy both 
consumers and owners of phar- 
macies and end complaints of 
price differentials, die daily said. 

Verdict against 
ministry upheld 

KUWAIT'S Court of Higher 
Appeal upheld the verdict of the 
Court of First Instance issued 
against the Ministry of Educa- 
tion. 

A student who had sustained 
permanent disability as a result 
of burns be received during a 
scouting camp was awarded 
KD 15,000 as damages to be paid 
by the ministry. 

The Court of Higher Appeals 
rejected the defence daim of the 
ministry and denied respon- 
sibility. The teacher in charge of 
the camp put out the fire in less 
than 10 minutes without any out- 
side help and the fire occurred 
late at night. 

The court in its judgement 
stated that there should have 
been more guards on duty during 
the night to prevent such 
inddents. 

Lebanese singer 
comes to Kuwait 


KUWAIT, Oct 25, (KUNA): A 
creative artiste should be in the 
heart of confrontation, says 
Lebanese national singer Marcel 
Khalifa.

500 women register 
at test-tube centre 


DR Sammy Al Taker, a gynae- 
cologist at Kuwait's Maternity 
Hospital has said that about 500 
women in Kuwait have regis- 
tered at the test-tube centre. 

Speaking to a local newspaper, 
he said that 1 5 per cent to 20 per 
cent of test-tube operations are 
successful and attributed this low 
percentage to unnatural medical 
intervention. In Kuwait, eight 
women had so far been impreg- 
nated by artificial insemination, 
he added. 

Tests 

To register applicants must 
present a marriage certificate, be 
below 38 yearsof age, have active 
ovaries and be free from any 
infectious gynaecological dis- 
ease, be said. 

AlTahersaid that these opera- 
tions involve the stimulation of 
the mother’s' ovaries by hor- 


mones on the second day of men- 
struation followed by medical 
checks to determine the percen- 
tage of hormones in the blood. 
An injection is administered 36 
hours prior to the extraction of 
eggs. 

The egg is then fertilised out- 
side the womb with the hus- 
band’s sperm and the fertilised 
egg replanted in the womb. Tests 
are carried out after 1 2 days from 
replanting the fertilised egg to 
confirm pregnancy, Al Taher 
added. 

He stressed that artificial 
insemination is a medical tech- 
nique resorted to only if there are 
factors impeding the occurrence 
of pregnancy either in the man or 
the woman. He added that 
impeding faciors primarily 
include weak male potency and 
high acidity level at the neck of 
the womb.

If the accused jumps 
bail, the bondsman s tands to 
lose all his money so he hires a, 
sort of modern day bounty 
hunter to bring in the culprit In 
Midnight Rib, Robert de Niro 
plays an ex-cop tuned bounty 
hunter who routinely recap- 
tures smalltime criminals for 
smalltime fees. One day he is 
given a shot at a big pay day. 
Providing he can return an 
embezzling accountant (Char- 
les Grodin) from New York to 
Los Angeles before his bail 
expires, he will collect a 

5100,000 fee. Standing in his 
way, however, is an FBI team 
headed by YapbeL Kotto who 
need him as a witness, a Mafia 
gambling kingpin from whom 
he stole the money, and a rival 
bounty hunter. But his most 
formidable rival is the runaway 
accountant himself. As 
opposed to the other hardened 
professionals, he is a likeable 
everyday chap who simply hap- 
pened to take advantage of Ms 
situation to turn the gangster’s 
millions over to charity. 

While the film tips its hat to 
all the conventions of the action 
genre — car chares, gunfights 
and rowdy brawls — the 
relationship between De Niro 
and Grodin lifts the film way 
above the ordinary. De Niro is

by turns fiery, exasperated and 
finally philosophical as he runs 
into one brick wall after 
another. Grodin on the other 
hand keeps his cool as he subtly 
needles and cons his captor and 
most of the other characters in 
the film. At 120 minutes, the 
film runs a bit long, but that is 
perhaps its only weakness. The 
film boasts a clever, well con- 
structed script and two fine 
actors in top form. 

Grant, Biscuit and Milo are 
three young punks bored with 
New York who decide that life 
can only be better in the 
Californian sun. They pile into 
a Beetle a nd seem to bie having a 
good time until they are bush- 
wacked by a bunch of rednecks 
who beat them up and acciden- 
tally kill Milo.

US presidential elections 


Hollywood stars 
campaign for votes

LOS ANGELES, (Reuter): 
Members of Hollywood Vnew" 
generation, such as Bruce Willis, 
Morgan Fairchild and Chuck 
Norris, axe joining star-spangled 
rallies to bring in the votes, and 
campaign funds, for the US 
presidential candidates. 

But big campaigners of the 
past — such as Warren Beatty, 
Paul Newntan, Jack Nicholson 
and Jane Fonda on the 
Democratic side, and Clint East- 
wood and Arnold Schwarzeneg- 
ger for the Republicans — are 
sLaying mainly in the back- 
ground, not malting high profile 
tours of support for eiLher can- 
didate. 

“A lot of people do not feel 
comfortable standing up and 
saying they are going to vote for 
George Bush,” said actress 
Cheryl Ladd, one of television's 
former “Charlie's Angels’* and a 
supporter of the Republican can- 
didate. 

The reason: Hollywood gen- 
erally regards itself as a liberal 
Democratic institution, and 
many top film producers are pro- 
claimed Democrats. 

Interest 

On the Democratic side, big 
names such as Beatty were strong 
supporters of Gary Hart. But 
when Hart withdrew from the 
race for the nomination, some of 
the stars apparently lost interest 
in presidential politics this year 
instead of actively working for 
the man who eventually won the 
party's nomination, Massa- 
chusetts governor Michael Duk- 
akis. 

“But stars can help campaig- 
ners bring out the swing voters 
and the lazy voters," said Duane 
Garrett, a San Francisco lawyer 
and a Democratic fundraiser. 
With 47 electoral votes, Califor- 
nia is a strategic state in the 
presidential contest. 

Chuck Norris, a karate expert 
whose films include "The Hero" 
and "Missing in Action," was at 
Bush's side when the vice- 
president toured California 
towns. "1 feel safe with Chuck at 
my side," Bush joked. 

Norris admitted he was 
unpopular with certain 
producers for touring with Bush, 
saying: “They feel I should be 


preparing for my next film.” 

But many stars are still helping 
out. Bette Midler, Barbra 
Streisand and comedian Chevy 
Chase helped raise 5800,000 at a 
fund-raising show for Dukakis, 
his vice-presidential choice, 
Lloyd Bentsen, and several other 
Democrats seeking re-election 
next month. 


"I don't like Bush and I trust 
Dukakis," Chase said. 

With public opinion polls giv- 
ing Bush the lead, Dukakis' wife, 
Kitty, standing in for her hus- 
band, told the celebrity crowd: 
“Don't give up the fight," 

Two busloads of Hollywood 
celebrities, headed by Morgan 
Fairchild who has raised cam- 
paign funds for Democratic sen- 
ators and for such causes as an 
AIDS clinic, toured California 
calling on people to become 
involved In tne campaign. 

Some of Hollywood's rising 
stars, including Fairchild, Rob 
Lowe, Tom Hulce, Justine 
Bateman, and Rue McCanahan 
from television's “Golden 
Girls,” were on the buses. 

Asked if they were going to 
vote, some of the fans made clear 
their preference. “We want Rob 
Lowe," they shouted at the teen 
idol. 

"The fact has to be faced that 
stars are usually bigger crowd- 
pullers than candidates," said 
political analyst George Bookly. 

Willis, a star of the television 
series “Moonlighting”, was 
mobbed by fans when he atten- 
ded vote-gathering rallies. Peo- 
ple lining up to register to vote 
were swept aside. 

Producer Jerry Weintraub, 
whose films include “Karate 
Kid," is a fund-raiser for Bush 
and flew to Los Angeles from 
New York recently to take Bush - 
out to dinner. Customers, 
including Frank Sinatra and' 
James Stewart; gave Bush a stan- 
ding ovation at Chasen’s, a Los 
Angeles restaurant which is a 
favourite of President Reagan. 

When Bush criticised Dukakis 
for membership in the American 
Civil Liberties Union, Burt Lan- 
caster, who won an Oscar for his 
role of a whisky-drinking sales- 
man turned evangelist in “Elmer 
Gantry,” went on television to 
say: “I am a card-carrying mem- 
ber of the ACLU.” 


South Africans battle 


over residential apartheid

JOHANNESBURG (UPI): 
Linda Petersen. 25. shares subur- 
ban concerns with other well- 
heeled households in upper- 
income Parktown North. But she 
has one of her own — a 40-year- 
old law that makes her a criminal 
because of her skin colour. 

That jaw has become an over- 
shadowing issue in Johannes- 
burg. South Africa's biggest city, 
for the first local council elec- 
tions taking place simultan- 
eously nationwide on Wednes- 
day. 

Coming amid a seething 
national debate on the country's 
future course, the elections have 
sidelined mundane neighbour- 
hood issues and turned them into 
a white poll about blacks — 
specifically whether shared 
neighbourhoods mark the begin- 
ning of the end of white rule. 

Petersen — not her real name 
— worries about her security, 
like her neighbours who install 
security doors and keep guard 
dogs to scare off intruders. But 
she also worries about the neigh- 
bourhoods, afraid of accusing 
stares and indignant, unasked 
questions. 

Illegal 

In the lexicon of apartheid. 
Petersen is "coloured”. A racial 
law coyly titled the Group Areas 
Act says she lives illegally with 
the while father of her one-year- 
old son in upperemst Parktown 
North. 

The local elections are not a 
referendum on scrapping the 
Group Areas Act. But campaig- 
ning has made it seem as if they 
were. 

"Without a doubt this election 
is an informal referendum on 
desegregation,” says Danie van 
ZyL, leader in Lhe while Johan- 
nesburg City Council of the rul- 
ing National Party that wrote 
apartheid into law after a general 
election victory in 1948. 

Under the act's unabashedly 
provisions, the minority 
white avemment has Forcibly 
uproou neighbourhoods — 
none if them white. 


expropriated property from 
churches, shopkeepers and 
homeowners, and dispersed solid 
communities to distant town- 
ships in the cause of segregation- 
ist social engineering. 

Pressure from foreign govern- 
ments, anti-apartheid isolation, 
political dissent within and pres- 
sure of numbers from an over- 
whelming black majority have 
dented apartheid's armour dur- 
ing the past decade. 


Many social barriers that kept 
whites apart from mixed-race 
“coloureds," Asians and blacks 
have been broken. 

But like a handful of others 
statutes underpinning aparth- 
eid's divisions, the Group Areas 
Act remains. 

Now social pressures, housing 
demands and apparently lax 

f iroseculion are squeezing the 
aw. This is nowhere more 
apparent than in central Johan- 
nesburg's high-density apart- 
ment suburbs of Hillbrow and 
Berea, where foreign visitors 
might believe apartheid is a 
myth. 

“Integration in the Inner City 
of Johannesburg is too far gone 
for this kind of compartmen- 
talization." says Tony Leon, 
City Council leader of the 
Liberal Progressive Federal 
Party campaigning to scrap the 
Group Areas Act. 

“The law will probably be 
around still for another five 
years,” Leon said. “It will be 
abandoned only when it has 
already been overtaken by 
events." 

Fears 

Fanning the emotive issue is 
the right-wing Conservative 
Party that plays on old working- 
class whites' fears of being swam- 
ped by blacks if statutory div- 
isions disappear. 

“Vote for own areas," is the 
party's campaign slogan in every 
city district it is contesting. 

Vowing obstructionist policies 
against any efforts to ease racial 
separation, the hardline party 
predicts it will control dozens of 
white town councils after the Oct 
26 elections. 


Warring communities erect higher barriers 


Lebanon’s partition will amount to economic suicide

higher barriers to a peaceful life 
together, but economists and 
diplomats say they will never be 
able to live totally apart. 

They say battered Lebanon's 
full partition into autonomous 
mini -states, widely seen as an 
inevitable trend of civil war, is 
impossible because it would 
amount to economic suicide. 

“I am convinced partition can- 
not take place as ah economic 
activity in the country would 
cease.” economist Farid Baz told 
Reuters. 

“If it did occur, that would be 
the end of everything." 

With Lebanon struggling 
under its worst political crisis in 
45 years of independence, the 
spectre of rigid partition is 
uppermost In warnings from its 


.rival governments, regional 
power broker Syria and the 
United States. 

Power 

Lebanon now has no bead of 
state, Christian and Muslim-led 
governments have been vying for 
power for the past month and 
parliament proved so divided 
that it could not elect a speaker. 

But economists and diplomats 
said warnings of the country's 
approaching destruction 
through partition were largely 
aimed at shaming the politicians. 

They said the most that would 
happen on the ground was a har- 
dening of the painful barriers 
which physically and mentally 
divide the estimated 2.7 million 
Lebanese. Real division into 
separate parts could never be sus- 
tained. 

“From time to time, one side 
may say it welcomes partition in 
place of bloodshed," said a Wes- 


tern diplomat. “But when they 
stop to think, they realise that it 
would be very bad for business.” 
Impoverished by 13 years of 
rivfl war, galloping inflation and 
the collapse of the national 
currency, Lebanon is too weak to 
sustain actual partition, econ- 
omists said. 

War 


The first people to be hit would 
be the thousands who trek to 
work every day through the mins 
of the Green Line battle zone 
dividing Christian East Beirut 
from the Muslim WesL 
“I have a family which 
depends on my salary. If this 
money is cut, who knows how 
long it would tajee me to find 
another job," said 47-year-old 
Selim Eid, a father of three. 

Eid, a technician at the Beirut 
University College in West 
Beirut, lives m the Christian sec- 


tor and has risked his life by 
crossing the Green Line since the 
civil war started in 1975. 

Trucks crammed with flour, 
fruit, vegetables and petrol line 
up every evening to cross the line 
with the tons of goods which one 
side of the city sells to the other. 

“The most crucial question to 
be asked in case of partition is 
whether the resulting separated 
entities are economically via- 
ble," said an economist who 
declined to be identified. “They 
are not.” 

Bond 

At the centre of the trade is the 
Lebanese pound which, despite 
an alarming plunge in value, 
remains perhaps the strongest 
bond between Lebanese. 

“U's the last link that remains 
between the Lebanese," said 
Baz.” The destruction of the 
pound means (full) partition." 

Economists said the division 


of Beirut had led government 
institutions to decentralise, bul 
the Christian and Muslim sectors 
were still, and would remain, 
heavily interdependent. 

West Beirut has the Central 
Bank, with over 60 per cent of 
Lebanon's gold reserves worth 
53.6 billion and SI. 25 million in 
foreign reserves stored in its 
underground vaults. . 

East Beirut and nearby Cims- 
tian-con trolled areas contain the 
main power stations and water 
and sewerage treatment plants as 
well as flourmills and petrol and 
gas storage depots. 

Control 

Beirut's port, the only one in 
Lebanon large enough to handle 
oil tankers, is also under Chris- 
tian control. 

Most foreign and Christian- 
owned business fled to the 
relative safetv of East Beirut in 
1984 when the Muslim sector fell 


under the control of Muslim 
militias and kidnappov 

Bul though Christian areas 
are more self-sufficient than 
Muslim areas, both private and 
public institutions based m East 
Beirut need access to the entire 
Lebanese market and all hs 
resources to sustain their profit*, 
the economists said. 

“One cannot make a list of the 7 
things they (the CTmstians) have 
there and what the rest of 
Lebanon has and say either is at 
an advantage or a disadvan- 
tage, "said businessman Maurice 
Khoury. - 

“The port, power stations and 
flour mills were created to service 
a much bigger market than the 
Christian east,” said Khonxy, 
whose company specialises in 
market research and economic 
forecasting. 

“Without the rest of Lebanon, 
thev will go bust in no time.”

Perestroika yet to reach 


TALLINN. USSR, (AP): Mart 
Niklus was awestruck when 
speakers at a conference 
approved by the Kremlin- made 
tbcyeiy statements that sent him 
to prfcpn.i Blit NikKlS said this 
new 1 freedom has* not reached' 
Soviet labour camps. 

Niklus, a dissident for decades 
who was freed last July 8, heard 
two days of speeches as a guest 
delegate to an officially sanc- 
tioned meeting of the People’s 
Front, an Estonian nationalist 
group. 

“A lot has changed,” he said. 
"People have become less afraid 
of publicity. They criticize the 
authorities boldly. 

“People are more frank, open- 
hearted. National self-cons- 
ciousness has become very 
strong. It's surprising for me.” 

Niklus agreed that fewer peo- 
ple are being jailed for political 
reasons, but also said the reform 
programme President Mikhail 
Gorbachev calls perestroika had 
not eased the misery of those 
already imprisoned. 

“There have been no changes. 
Perestroika hasn’t reached the 
correctional labour camps,” he 
said. 

Memories 

For Niklus, memories of 
arrests and prison are too vivid to 
permit complete belief in Gorba- 
chev’s reforms. He still holds his 
hand over his mouth when 
speaking on politically sensitive 
matters. 

As a reminder to people at the 
conference, the 54-year-old for- 
mer inmate wore the black -and - 
gray striped uniform of “special

regime” prisoners like himself 
who. are repeat offenders or corf- 
_ sidered especially dangerous. .• 

^Speakers St the Od 1 1 -2 gather? 
mg in Tallinn's' city hall urged 
Moscow to renounce Josef 
Stalin’s pact with the Nazis 
under which the Soviet Union 
took control of independent 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania in 
1940. 

“I was sentenced for that . ... I 
got 10 years for that,” Niklus 
said in the excellent English he 
[earned while studying ornith- 
ology before he was sent to 
prison. 

He and 47 other activists sig- 
ned an appeal on the 40th 
anniversary of the agreement, 
Aug 23, 1 979, demanding its ren- 
unciation. He was arrested in 
April 1980 on charges of “anti- 
Soviet propaganda and agita- 
tion” and sen fenced to 1 0 years in 
prison and five more in internal 
exile. 

It was Niklus* fourth arrest 
He spent eigh t years in jail in the 
1960s. 

Now even the Estonian Com- 
munist Party is calling for a 
review of Stalin's foreign and 
domestic policies. 

The party also has taken up 
some of nationalist demands: 
making Estonian the official lan- 
guage, gaining control over the 
republic's economy and curbing 
immigration- of non-Estonians. 

As a “special regime” 
prisoner, Niklus spent most of 
his time in solitary. He was hosp- 
italized for chronic back pain 


and poor eyesight for a month 
' after '-Mi release: ! The l aih5aents 
developed from beingTorced to 
’‘sit Tor long* periods mL-a. small, 
dark cell. 1 - 

To illustrate the decline of bis 
health, Niklus displayed two 
photographs — one taken in 
1976, before his latest imprison- 
ment, in which he had a full head 
of black hair and full cheeks: the 
other taken alter his release in 
July, showing a man with gray, 
thin hair and sunken cheeks. 

“You are not treated as a 
human” in special regime, he 
said. 

Niklus described the standard 
diet: thin gruel, bread and weak 
tea with sugar for breakfast: cab- 
bage soup, bread and oatmeal Tot 
lunch, except for Sunday when 
the main course was macaroni: 
and hot water and a small piece 
of fish in the evening. 

Those meagre rations may 
improve, however. On July 25, 
the Soviet parliament directed 
that rations for prisoners in 
solitary confinement or special 
regime no longer be reduced. 

Western estimates put the 
number of Soviet labour camps 
at more than 1 ,000 and say they 
hold at least one million people, 
perhaps twice that. 

Amnesty International, the 
London-based 'human rights 
group, says about 200' people 
now are in labour camps, psy- 
chiatric hospi tals or internal exile 
because of their political beliefs, 
compared with 10,000 a few 
years ago.

BELTING, (Reuter): China and 
Japan on Sunday celebrated 10 
years of a friendship treaty that 
has helped to foster economic 
and political links but has not 
eatirely erased bitter memories 
of war. 

The People’s Daily published 
congratulatory telegrams sen t by 
the premiers of the two countries 
to mark the treaty of peace and 
friendship signed on Aug 12, 
1978 and which became effective 
on Oct 23 that year. 

The treaty “has promoted the 
development of friendly rela- 
tions between China and Japan 
and contributed to the peace and 
stability of the Asia-Pacific 
region," Chinese Prime Minister 
Li Peng said in his message to 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshila. 

Takesbita said relations bet- 
ween their countries “had made 
remarkable achievements in all 
spheres since normalisation of 
reflations in 1972 and especially 
since the 1978 treaty.”

illness of Emperor Hirohito, a 
Japanese official said. 

He said political relations were 
good. “There are no major 
political problems between 
China and Japan,” he said. 

The most tangible legacy of the 
treaty has been economic. Japan 
has become China’s second big- 
gest trading partner after Hong 
Kong and me largest provider of 
cheap credit to fund ports, rail- 
ways, coal mines and power sta- 
tions. 

However, private investment 
by Japanese companies has been 
smal l, a poor thud after Hong 
Kong and the United Slates. 

Japanese figures show Japan- 
ese investment in China last year 
was just 3.7 per cent of total over- 
seas investment and only a quar- 
ter of that invested in Southeast 
Asia. 

Treaty 

To change the trend, the two 
countries signed an investment 
protection treaty in AugusL dur- 
ing a visit to Beijing by Take- 
shita. 

Japanese firms remain 
cautious about investing in 
China, a Japanese banker said. 
“Thailand, Malaysia and 


Taiwan remain more attractive," 
he said. 

He cited shortages of power, 
transport and raw materials, an 
inadequate legal system, low 
labour quality, excessive 
bureaucracy and inconvertibility 
of profits earned within China a$ 
reasons why Japanese firms stay 
away. 

China also has grievances 
.. The People’s Daily ‘on Sunday 
quoted Han Nianlong, who took 
pari in the treaty negotiations as 
vice-foreign minister, as saying 
that while relations were good 
overall, problems remained. 

Trade is too much in favour of 
Japan, which is also not enth- 
usiastic enough in transferring 
technology, he said. 

Textbooks 

He also criticised revisions to 
Japanese history textbooks to 
play down its role as an aggressor 
in World War II, visus by 
officials to the Yasukuni shrine 
in Tokyo where war criminalsare 
buried and Japan's extreme 
right. 

Millions of Chinese died in the 
Sino-Japanese war of 1937-45, 
when Japan occupied much of 
China. 


Burning hatred in Northern Ireland 


Integrated schools battle to 
bridge sectarian divide

BELFAST, (Reuter): Integrated 
schools in Northern Ireland are 
battling against sectarian hatred 
that bums deep as add in the 
British province. 

Their pupils are outnumbered 
500 to one by the children 
educated at separate Protestant 
and Catholic schools, but that 
ratio is certainly no deterrent to 
headmaster Tom Rowley. 

“No amount of intimidation 
will chase us away,” argues the 
rotund and irrepressibly optimis- 
tic principal of Belfast's Hazel- 
wood Integrated College. 

Working on the sectarian 
frontline in north Belfast where 
15 murders were committed last 
year, he received a death threat 
on opening the school. His pupils 
have been stoned by Protestant 
children and beaten up by Cath- 
olics. 


But Hazelwood has now been 
rescued from the verge of bank- 
ruptcy by the British government 
which has decided to give 
integrated school s state recogni- 
tion and financial backing 

^Reforms /, j 
. Nortircp Jreland's-Educatiqn 
Minister Brian Mawbinney 
announced on Oct 5 a package of 
education reforms which 
included financial help for such 
schools. 


“Imagine Northern Ireland as 
a big sheet of paper with orange 
(representing the Protestant 
majority) on the one side and 
green (representing the Irish 
nationalist and Catholic min- 
ority) on the other," Hazelwood 
said. 


“We are like a fire spreading 
from the middle. The govern- 
ment has put petrol on it. They 
won’t put it out now.” 

Still that fire has a long way to 
burn to the edges of the paper. 
Northern Ireland has 340,000 
pupils attending either Protes- 
tant-run or Catholic-run 
schools. Rowley said 650 chil- 
dren attend the North's eight 
integrated schools. 

Hazelwood began in 1985 with 
17 pupils, no classroom and a 
bunch of teachers and parents 
determined to smash the sec- 
tarian barriers in Northern 
Ireland where 3,000 people have 
died in a 20-year battle by the 
Irish Republican Army(IRAJ to 
Oust Britain. 

The parent-teacher pioneers 
took over a disused building deep 
in pigeon excrement. From there 
they moved to their present site, a 
crumbling mansion overlooking 
Belfast lough. They now have 
215 pupils and are expecting 100 
more next year. 

Destroy 

“This is the worst area in Nor- 
thern Ireland for sectarian 
violence. We had 15 murders 
here last year," Rowley said. . 

- “I had onljLbeseiLhere .a week 
when 1 got a death threat That is 
not the usual game you play as a 
teacher. 

‘We have had youngsters 
stoned by kids from local Protes- 
tan t primary schools and had out 
bus attacked. Also we have had 
children beaten by children from 
the local Catholic school. It is a 
symptom of our society that this 
should happen.” 

Rowley is eager to destroy 
myths about integrated schools 


being confined to the middle 
classes in non -flashpoint areas. 

Eighty per cent of ours (pupils) ; J 
are working class. About one * 
third of the children are entitled 
to free meals because their 
parents are low income or unem- 
ployed." he said. 

“Fundamentalist churches of 
either persuasion have no time 
for us. They believe their flock 
should be educated on their own 
and shielded from the outside 
world. It's incestuous." 

“We don’t have chaplains. We 
have religious education — three 
periods a week ” he said. “We 
don't have pictures and 
crucifixes on the walL That is just 
regalia. 

Rowley, who is from a Protes- 
tant family background but 
would describe himself now as a 
humanist, said: “I don't have any ■ 
religious belief that is even * 
traceable by an X-ray machine.” 

“I am a humanist which 
inevitably leads to the old Belfast 
joke about whether you are a 
Protestant humanist or a Cath- 
olic humanist,” he quipped.

Reject 


"They live in their own 
mediaeval helmets. With low 
self-esteem, they reject every- 
thing alien,” he'said. 

“If you raise that self-esteem, 
you can get the visor lifted and 
maybe get the helmet off. ..other- 
wise they have no inner strength 
to say no when the peer group 
says let's go and petrol bomb a 
Tajg's (Catholic's) house or a 
Protestant's house.”

KABUL, Afghanistan, (UPI): 
Much of the Afghan population 
has hated the Russians ever since 
their troops arrived to shore up a 
tottering communist regime nine 
years ago. 

But now the soldiers are on 
their way out it is the very 
Afghan officials the Russians 
came to bail out who are openly 
bitter at the Soviets.

An Asian diplomat with exten- 
sive contacts in the ruling party 
said, “until about four months 
ago everybody in the PDPA was 
saying the Russians are our good 
friends. But that has changed 
quite radically. A lot of people 
now speak badly about the Rus- 
sians."

When Afghan officials 
realized Moscow would not 
provide salvation, the mood in 
the party underwent a dramatic 
change. 


Salvation 

“They are telling me openly 
that they haLe us," a Soviet 
resident said.

Afghan politicians and 
military commanders said: “The 
Soviets had cordially invited (the 
guerrillas) to concentrate their 
firepower on the units- of the 
Afghan Army only." One Third 
World diplomat said: 
“Naturally, they were not 
pleased.” 

Capture 

While independent analysts 
believe it extremely unlikely the 
guerrillas will be able to capture 
Kabul in the near future, the 
mood of the party is dearly 
downbeaL

“I WAS terrified the first time I 
came face to face with a 1,000 
pound silverback (gorilla)/' 
says rugged Australian actor 
Bryan Brown. “We were deep 
in the heart of the African jun- 
gle — a five-hour hike up the 
mountain from nowhere —just 
Sigourney Weaver, myself and 
a couple of others. We had no 
guns, no weapons — just us and 
the silverback.” (Silverback 
refers to an adult male gorilla, 
recognizable by a shade of 
silvery grey on its back.) 

Brown is no coward, alth- 
ough the macho hero of the TV 
miniseries Thorn Birds ( 1983) 
and A Town Like Alice (1981) 
and features films (F/X) (1986) 
and Tai Pan (1985) admits, “A 
headline flashed in my mind: 
"Australian actor mauled to 
death in the middle of Africa/ 
But by the end of the day I 
realized if i did everything right 
I would be OK. and I was." 

Gorillas in the Mist is the true 
story of Kentucky-born Dian 
Fossey, who devoted her life to 
the study of simians. She was so 
driven by her desire to protect 
the gorilla that she gave up the 
real world for them. In i 985 she 
was hacked to death as she slept 
in her jungle home in Rwanda 
by a killer or killers who have 
never been brought to justice. 
Even the motive for her murder 
rem ains a mystery. 

Hollywood was so fascin- 
ated by the life and times of. 
Fossey that two major studios 
— Warner Brothers and 
Universal — were embroiled in 
a battle to bring her story to the 
screen. One was to.be based on 
Fossey's book Gorillas in the 
Mist (1983. Houghton Mif- 
flin), the other on the memoirs 
of Bob Campbell, a British- 
born National Geographic 
photographer whose pictures 
chronicled the fascinating 
world of Fossey. 

Atmosphere 

For more than a year it 
looked as if it would be a race to 
see who could be first at the box 
office. But good sense finally 
prevailed and the two film fac- 
tories teamed up for 
“Gorrillas,” relying on Fos- 
sey's book and Campbell's 
co uns lilting services as referen- 
ces. The film is directed by 
Michael Apted and stars 
Weaver as Fossey and Brown 
as Campbell, the photographer 
who falls in love with her. 

Both Brown and Apted say 
there was never any talk of 
shooting in a controlled atmos- 1 
phere. “There has never been 
this kind of shooting done on 
such a scale in Rwanda. It

balance things out,” says 
Brown. The real Bob Camp- 
bell was on the set all the time, 
but it never inhibited me 
because there is a certain license 
being taken in the movie. So 
when we finally improvised a 
bath scene with the two of them 
together in a wooden hut in the 
jungle we were ready to release 
our energies and have fun.” 

It proved to be such a 
marathon task to edit the hours 
of gorilla footage that Brown 
was able to make another 
movie after he finished 
Gorillas. In Cocktail, which 
came out earlier this year, he 
plays the barman mentor to 
Tom Cruise. The film was 
assailed by the critics bui wel- 
comed by moviegoers, taking 
in more than $60 million at the 
box office. 

Brown has homes in Malibu. 
Calif., and Sydney, Australia, 
which he shares with his wife, 
English actress Rachel Ward, 
and daughters Rosie, 4, and 
Matilda, 1 1/2. Brown met 
Ward when they starred in The 
Thom Birds. Since then they 
have worked together on the 
The Good Wife a 1986 feature 
film shot in Australia. 

“We would like to do more 
together/ 1 he says, “but there 
aren't that many roles in the 
same film for both of us. So 
we've had to make com- 


promises.

caused us huge difficulties, but 
this is cledriy where the gorillas 
are and I made the decision to 
take us there/' says Apted. 

Brown adds that the ordeal 
of shooting the film in such a 
remote location was wearying 
experience. “Physically/* he 
says, “it was the toughest film 
I've ever worked on. Every day 
in Rwanda we would start out 
at 6am from our makeshift tent 
city with a one-hour ride on a 
rough dirt road. By the time we 
climbed out of our jeeps we all 
felt sick to our stomachs. But 
there was a lot more to come. 
Hundreds of us, including the 
camera crew, extras and the 
Rwandans, who served as por- 
ters and carriers, would walk 
two hours uphill over rough 
terrain to the edge of the j ungle. 
Then came the real tough part: 
We had find the gorillas. 

“When we did” Brown con- 
tinues, “a handful of us would 
track them through the deep 
foliage, maybe for another two 
or three hours, and hope like 
hell they would stop for a 
breather so we could set up the 
cameras and shooL Auimes we - 


would be ready to begin and 
they would move on. We often 
wasted a complete day. 

“Then, when the day was 
over, it was back to our camp,” 
he says. “No helicopters or 
airlifts — everything on foot. 
At times I would pray, 'Please, 
let me wake up ill so I don't have 
to go out into the jungle iu the 
morning/’ 


Hardships 


But, according to Brown, the 
hardships were worth iu “We 
shot hundreds of hours of 
amazing footage/' he says, 
adding that 90 per cent of the 
extraordinary film footage of 
Weaver and himself cavorting 
with wild gorillas was shot on 
location in the jungles of 
Rwanda. “My early fear of the 
gorillas turned into cockiness. I 
even got a little cheeky, climb- 
ing up a tree with three of them. 
By that time we got to know 
them well, and they us.” 
However, Brown recalls 
some . frightening . moments. 
“One day a big silverback we 
called -Ziz charged a Sigour- 


ney. His fur was bristling, his 
back was arched and he looked 
fierce. Sigourney's heart was 
jumping — so was mine — but 
she put her head down and 
stood like a statue in a submis- 
sive pose as she had been taught 
and everything was all right.” 

Weaver, who battled fright- 
ening space creatures in two 
Aliefl movies (1979, 1986), 
proved indefatigable. To 
prepare for her jungle ordeal 
she watched hours of film 
footage of Fossey at work and 
says getting acquainted with 
the wild animals was easier 
than she had expected. “1 was 
taught never to look them 
directly in the eyes, but I 
couldn’t help it,” she says. “I 
felt as though I was meeting an 
old friend.**^ 

Even with so much energy 
expended on coping with the 
harsh climate, the rough terrain 
and the tracking of gorilla 
bands, it was important not to 
lose the threads of the powerful 


story.

That means spending a great 
deal of lime visiting each other 
in Far-flung film locations. 
Ward visited her husband in 
China when he was there for 
five months shooting Tai 
Pan.

And his family visited him in

SSasafcr balmy 
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Tough guy 
Caan back 
in films

LOS ANGELES, (Reuter): If 
James Caan personifies one 
quality, it is toughness. 

He became a Hollywood i tar 
in the 1 970s playing tough guys 
in such films as The Godfather, 
for which he got an Oscar 
nomination. The Gambler and 
The Killer Elite. 

Offscreen, the man known in 
high school as “killer Caan” 
has ridden in rodeo competi- 
tions and managed a profes- 
sional boxer. He wears a Harley 
Davidson T-shirt to an 
interview, and sprinkles his 
conversation with unprintable 
epithets. 

But life, too, has been tough 
for Caan. In the past few years, 
he has mourned the untimely 
death of his sister, fought off a 
drug problem and suffered 
serious financial troubles. 

Now, at 49. his challenge is to 
revive a film career that had Iain 
dormant during his recent per- 
sonal upheavals. 

Last year, he won good 
reviews for his performance as 
an Army sergeant m the com- 
mercially unsuccessful Gardens 
of Stone, his first film since Kiss 
Me Goodbye in 1982. 

In Alien Nation, his new 
action film, Caan returns to 
familiar territory. 

Tough 

He plays Sykes, a tough, 
bigoted policeman in a Los 
Angeles of the near future 
whose partner is killed by mem- 
bers of a new race, humanoids 
called "newcomers', who have 
just arrived from another 
planet. 

Sykes teams up with one 
'newcomer', (played by Mandy 
Patinkin) to find the culprits. 
Through their unusual rap- 
port, he is forced to confront his 
racial prejudices. 

Caan brings to the role the 
imposing physical presence 
that belies his true build — a 
slim five-foot- 10-inches (1.78 
metres) — as well as his distinc- 
tive tight-lipped delivery. 

“I tried very hard not to fall 
into that mould of the same 
type of character all the time,” 
he said of his tough guy image. 
But the truth is people would 
rather see me that way.” 

For several years, audiences; 

-flgt, $ee Caan a^aU. §ome 
accounts said he .had lost his 
passion for acting, butjp^qsjsts

that was not the case. 

“I had a greater passion for 
my son,” he recalled in ah 
interview. Twice-divorced, 
Caan has been raising his son 
Scott, now aged 12, in his Bel- 
Air mansion. 

“1 didn't have a great need to 
be up there ... for notoriety. I 
had lost my aster. I just realised 
it's so much nicer to go to work 
when you want to go to work 
than when you have to go to 
work.” 

Caan said he found other sat- 
isfying creative activities — 
coaching soccer and little 
league basebalL “I'd take a kid' 
and teach him to do something 
and you don't have to wait six 
months for them to cut it and 
put music to it. It happened 
right in front of your eyes.” 

He also tried his hand briefly 
at managing a boxer. 

Caan was cast in a film called 
The Hokroft Covenant, rel- 
eased in 1985, but walked out of 
the production in London. 

IBs return to the screen in 
Gardens of Stone, he said, was 
prompted by financial need 
and the chance to work again 
with Francis Ford Coppola, 
who directed The Godfather. 

But even Gardens of Stone 
was marked by tragedy as Cop- 
pola struggled to cope with his 
son's death in. a boating 
•accident. “Fraqcjs looks back 


now and he has no idea what 
the picture was about,” Caan 
said. 

Still, O an , who conquered 
what a spokesman called a 
cocaine problem, was 
encouraged by positive reviews 
for his performance and the j 
sense he was welcome back in 
Hollywood. 

“1 guess word-of-mouth got 
out that I didn't look like 
Howard Hughes and 1 was OK 
... that I'm not shooting 
heroin,” he said, breaking into 
the raucous laugh that punc- 
tuates his conversation. 

He is optimistic about the 
commercial prospects for Altai 
Nation, which co-stars lerence 
stamp as a villainous 'new- 
comer' businessman. 

“I thought that this picture if 
done right had the possibility of 
linkin g the two audiences — the 
younger audience who would 
go for that alien business and 
the older audience who might 
like the action and the story.” 
As for future projects, Caan 
says he is eager to work if the 
circumstances are right. “I 
want to be pasaonate about 
acting ... I'd like to go to work 
with great people, good scripts, 
etc. that would be terrific.” 
Reverting to tough guy ban- 
ter he added: “The only role 
that's coming up S the cm- 
binamoiMiolkLate this roe rang."

IF there is one thing you can 
puL money on it is that the 
Fonda family won't be out of 
the headlines for long. 

Superstar Henry's marriages 
made the news time and time 
again. His son Peter has 
become a cult figure, while 
daughter Jane, of aerobic 
workout fame, is one of 
Hollywood's all lime super- 
stars. 

But now a new name has 
been added to the Fonda dyn- 
asty — Bridget. 

The sexy 24-year-old, who is 
Peter's daughter, was plucked 
from obscurity to play the lead 
in the film Scandal about the 
Profumo affair, which brought 
down the British government 
during the Sixties. 

Ana, just like her famous 
forebears, she has become the 
focus of controversy before 
even a foot of film has been 
shot.

Now Jane has mellowed to 
the point where she has said on 
television: “I would like to say 
something to men who were in 
Vietnam, who 1 hurt, or whose 
pain I caused to deepen because 
of things I said or did. 

“I feel I owe them an 
apology. My intentions were 
never to hurt. I was trying to 
help end the killing.” 

That has not been enough 
however, to heal the lingering 
war wounds of some Vietnam 
veterans. The Connecticut 
Veterans' Coalition Forum is 
now trying to have her tried for 
treason. 

The issue flared again when 
Jane planned to start work in 
Waterbury, Connecticut, on a 
film.

What he 
got for a while was Jane, who 
spent a year being psycho- 
analysed, and me. who spent 
two weeks taking LSD trips.” 

Henry had grown up in a 
narrow and puritanical 
environment in the mid-Wes- 
tem state of Nebraska. His 
stem distant, parents soon 
made their mark on him. The 
veteran star, who oozed 
warmth oh screen, was a cold 
young man who frightened 
Jane's schoolfriends. 

His marriage to widowed 
socialite Frances Seymour 


Brokaw was his second. The 
first, to young actress Margaret 
Sullivan, floundered when her 
career took ofF before his did, 
and he became moody and 
insecure. 

When Jane was ten. Navy 
veteran Fonda moved his 
family to New York while he 
played Mr Roberts on Broad- 
way. She hated the move from 
laid-back California to the 
more formal society of New 
York. Her mother, too. became 
tense and anxious. 

Henry coped with the under- 
currents at home by living more 
and more through his work. 
And when be came home and 
admitted he had fallen in love 
with 21 -year-old Susan Blan- 
chard, Frances was admitted to 
the sanatorium where she died.

He cried all the way 
through Jane's acceptance 
speech. 

The film also earned Jane 
one of the six norainati ons from 
which she has won two Oscars. 
The woman who once com- 
plained that having her father 
was “like being in the shadow 
of a national monument" 
managed to make a considera- 
ble mark of her own .

INDIA'S massive banking sys- 
tem has grown rapidly over the 
past 18 years.

UK halts Cons Gold takeover bid 


LONDON, Oct 25, (Reuter): 
The government halted a South 
African-backed takeover bid for 
thegiant British gold mining firm 
of Cons Gold by referring it to 
the watchdog Monopolies Com- 
mission for investigation today. 

Under the rules, the controver- 
sial £2.9 billion ($5 billion) bid by 
Luxembourg-based Minerals 
and Resources Corp Ltd (Min- 
orco) for Consolidated Gold 
Helds PLC now automatically 
lapses. 

The bid, largest in British cor- 
porate history, would have to be 
renewed if the Monopolies and 
Mergers Commission clears if.

Bid 

On Monday a New York 
federal judge temporarily stop- 
ped the bid on grounds it could 
decrease competition in the 
world gold market. 

Cons Gold owns 49.3 per cent 
of America’s Newmont Mining 
Corp which operates the biggest 
US gold mine. 

A temporary injunction was 
meant to give the New York 
court time to study anti-trust 
implications of a takeover of 
Cons Gold by Minorco. which is 


an overseas investment arm of 
Harry Oppenheimer's South 
African Anglo-American and 
De Beers Gold and Diamond 
empire. 

A British Trade and Industry 
Department spokesman said the 
London monopolies probe was 
decided on competition grounds, 
especially in the markets for 
high-value minerals and metals 
like ti tanium and zircon. 

The South African ownership 
ofMinorcodid not form grounds 
for the monopoly referral, he 
said.

Banks in US, Japan and Europe 
vie for growing China business 


HONG KONG, Oct 25, (UPI): 
American banks are battling 
their European and Japanese 
counterparts to establish 
lucrative links with more than 30 
banks in China that are permit- 
ted to operate internationally. 

At stake are fees for handling 
payments for China's growing 
export and import business. Last 
year such fees were worth more 
than $1 billion. 

"Correspondent banking is 
potentially very lucrative with 
China," said Stephen Hunt. 
Hong Kong-based senior vice 
president for Bank of America. 

It is too early to say who is 
winning, but European bankers 
concede that such US banking 
companies as manufacturers 
Hanover Trust. Bank of 
America, First Chicago and 
Chemical Bank have emerged as 
strong competitors for these 
interlink links. 

Links 

Weslern bankers say such 
interbank links have been used in 
financing at least half of China s 
overseas trade, which topped $80 
billion last year. 

This means enough money 
changed hands last year between 
Chinese sellers and Western 
buyers to produce more than $ I 
billion in fees to banks acting as 
middlemen, said a British banker 
who asked not to be named. ^ 

“'Dus is a new phase in China s 

banking developmen t and things 

are very competitive,” he said. 

Chinese authorities have all- 
owed more than 30 domestic 
banks to enter trade finance in 
the last year in a bid to make the 
country’s moribund financial 
industry more efficient and com- 
petitive. _ 

Since the 1949 Communist 
Revolution, only the Bank of 
China had been authorised to 


handle trade finance. It still 
dominates that and other inter- 
national matters such as foreign 
exchange trading. 

But newcomer banks include 
China's six largest financial ins- 
titutions in terms of assets: 
Industrial and Commercial 
Bank of China, People’s Con- 
struction Bank of China, China 
Investment Bank, Citic Indus- 
trial Bank, and Agricultural 
Bank of China, all based in Beij- 
ing, and Shanghai's Bank of 
Communications. 

Citic I nd us trial Bank is an arm 
of the China International Trust 
and Investment Corp., a Wes- 
tern-style investment bank with 
the status of a ministry. 

Asset 

Combined assets of the six 
banks are estimated at over $245 
billion, against $82 billion 
•estimated for the Bank of China, 
an American banker said. 

At least one international trust 
and Investment Corporation in 
each ofChina’s 27 provinces and 
the municipalities of Beijing, 
Shanghai and Tianjin also are 
now in trade finance, according 
to a Western diplomat who mon- 
itors China's economy. 

The sought-after interbank 
links involve writing and proces- 
sing letters of credit and oversee- 
ing the deposit and transfer of 
funds between banks when 
payments are made. 

Loans 

Letters of credit, which 
document that money has been 
left on deposit at a bank to pay 
for specific trade deals, are 
especially hot, said a British 
executive. 

“Payment on the documents is 
usually made within two or tiiree 
months,” said Robin Brilliant, 
China manager for the Hong 


Kong unit of Lloyds Bank. 

This rapid settlement is In 
stark contrast with the years 
banks have to wait for 
repayment of loans for major 
Chinese construction projects, 
he said. 

Analysts say foreign banks 
stand to profit handsomely from 
the fees they get on writing and 
processing letters of credit. 

Assuming that perhaps $20 
billion of China’s $80 billion- 
plus 1 987 trade total was accoun- 
ted for by barter or govemment- 
lo-governmeni deals, witb 
maybe 30 per cent of the remain- 
der involving cash, about $40 
billion had to involve letters of 
credit, a banker suggested. 

Fees generated on that sum 
would have come lo more than 
$1 billion. In addition, foreign 
banks are entitled to use money 
left on deposit with them by 
Chinese banks in accounts for 
clearing money transfers. And 
they charge intinest on money 
they lend to Chinese banks. 

Ties 

Leaders in the game of forging 
interbank ties are the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank of 
Hong Kong and the local arm of 
Britain's Standard Chartered 
Bank, long established in China 
banking, analyts said. 

Other bigplayers include Ban- 
que Ndtionale de Paris, Paribas 
Asia Ltd. and Credit Agricole of 
France, as well as banks in Aus- 
tralia and West Germany. 

Analysts assume Japan's 
strong business presence in 
China is reflected in an aggres- 
sive move to set up links with 
Chinese banks. The country , 
accounts for almost one-third 
the 100 foreign banks with 
representative offices in Beijing. 


The industrial sector was able 
to withstand the adverse impact 
of the sharp movements in the 
agricultural scene. During the 
first half of the financial year 
(1987-88) the industrial sector 
recorded a remarkable growth 
rate of 10.2 per cent, which is 
significantly higher than the 
growth rates of 8.5 per cent to 9 
per cent attained during the same 
period in the past three years. 

The manufacturing sector 
recorded an impressive overall 


growth rate of over 1 1 per cent in 
the first eight months of 1987-88. 
This accounted for over 77 per 
cent of total industrial produc- 
tion. It is estimated that indus- 
trial growth for the full year 

1987-88 will exceed 8 per cent. 
However, the balance of 
payments position continued to 
be under strain. 

Having consolidated its posi- 
tion in the field of traditional 
banking, Indian Bank has been 
making pioneering forays into 


various areas, particularly in the 
fields of agriculture and rural 
lending. 

Nair said he firmly believes his 
role in steering- the bank is sig- 
nificant not only for IB, but als v 
for the entire banking industry. 

The bank's reputation has had 
its ups and downs, but Nair has a 
firm conviction that innovation 
breeds success. He has 42 years of 
experience in banking and is con- 
sidered one of the world's best- 
known currency market 
analysLs. After having served 34 
years in the Bank of B-aroda, he 
joined Indian Bank as the 
executive director in April 1982 
and in 1 983 he was promoted to 
be the chairman and manag in g 
director of the bank. 

Nair told the Arab Times in an 
exclusive interview that 1 987 was 
one of consolidation for the bank 
m its various operational areas. 
The global deposits of the bank 
reached a level of nearly Rs 4,500 
cro res ($3,266 million) and its 
profits were more than 66 per 
cent higher than that of preced- 
ing year. 

Nair said the government of 
India and RBI fell that there 
should be a change in the 
approach for rural and semi- 
urban lending operations. He 
said that there was a feeling that 
money pumped into the private 
sector, particularly in the 
agricultural operations was not 
getting the proper returns.

Lee calls for East Asian countries 
to help balance world trade 

SINGAPORE, Oct 25, (AP): Prime Minister Lee Knu Yew 
called yesterday for Asian nations, that have been economic 
success stories, to open their markets to US ami West European 
products to help adjust the world economy. During an opening 
address to a three-day conference on global strategies, Lee said 
Japan, South Korea, Taiwan, Singapore and Hong Kong all have 
prospered under the free trade system and “all will benefit from 
improving the present system.** The conference was attended by 
about 1,000 local and foreign delegates. Lee said Singapore has 
consistently supported free and fair trade and, “as a result, we 
haveyo spered-" He said the growing wealth of Japan and newly 
industrialised Asian nations under the present system do not mean 
the de cline of the United States »wl Europe, but only signifies the 
temporary dislocation of some industries that need to be restruc- 
tured. Tks West has a commanding lead in aerospace, biotech- 
nology, telecommunications and information technology can 

discover and open op new areas that wiD earn higher returns, Lee 
said. But be said this can only come about when less competitive 
industries are given up so that their resources caa be used to set np 
new growth Industries. 

Nigeria Airways cuts services 

LAGOS, Nigeria, Oct 25, (AP): Nigeria Airways announced 
today it has halted services to six African nations and is catting 
staff elsewhere. The national carrier of Africa's most populous 
nation has only a handful of aircraft operating as two Airbus jets 
were seized in France for non-payment of bills and several other 
planes have been damaged in accidents. Airline administrator 
Maj. Gen. OIu Bajonae said flights to Benin, Sierra Leone, Zaire, 
Equatorial Guinea. Kenya and Togo would be hahwi. Flights to 
Liberia, Ivory Coast, Gambia, Senegal and Cameroon would 
continue but staff in those countries will be cut by 60 per cent. A 
third of the staff in New York and 65 per cent in London will be 
sacked. Bajonae said the cuts were part of a plan for the partial 
privatisation of the state-owned airline. Meanwhile delivery of 
what wonld be the airline’s second DC-lOmay be delayed because 
of its failure to pay a second deposit of £7 million due since June 
23. The airline already has paid S10 milli on to the McDonald 
Douglas Corp. Nigerian Airways long has suffered because of its 
low tariffs, mismanagement and prolonged over-valuation of the 
naira currency, only devalued three years ago.

Kuwait dinar deposit rates 
firm on dollar buying 


KUWAIT, Oct 25, (Reuierj: 
Kuwaiti dinar deposit rates clim- 
bed today as dollar buying ligh- 
tened liquidity, dealers said. 

The dollar firmed against the 
dinar and players believed it 
would continue to strengthen, 
encouraging banks to build up 
dollar positions. 

The Central Bank set its dinar 
exchange rate at 0.28048/58 to 
the dollar from 0.28008/18 yes- 
terday and then moved it to 
0.28058/68. Commercial banks 
quoted spot rates of around 
0.28065/70. 

Climbed 

Overnight hovered near yes- 
terday levels, trading at between 
3- 1 12 and six per cent and ending 
the day at five, four per cenL But 
tomorrow-next climbed to 7-1/2, 
6- 1 /2 percent and spot-next to 7- 
1/4, 6-1/4 per cent from six per 
cent levels yesterday. 

One-week rates were eight, 
seven per oent aftereight per cent 
deals. 

One-month funds jumped up 
to 3/4 point to 7-1/4, 6-3/4 per 
cent while the other fixed periods 
registered smaller increases to 6- 
7/8, 3/8 per cent fofr the two and 
three-month and 6-3/4, 1/4 per 
cent for the six-month. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter* 
bank deposits continued to sof- 
ten in very quiet trade with most 
traders sidelined to assess the 


future direction of rates. 

Dealers said a drain on 
liquidity brought on by an 
estimated five billion riyals(SI.3 
billion) worth of payments due to 
expatriates from the Saudi 
government seemed to be taking 
place more gradually than expec- 
ted. 

“We haven’t seen any big with- 
drawal yeL it seems GOSI (the 
General Organisation of Social 
Insurance) is issuing repayments 
gradually — the market is still 
liquid," one dealer said. 

GOSI col lected five per cent of 
expatriate salaries from the mid- 
1970’s until last year when King 
Fahd cancelled a defunct pen- 
sion fund. 

Fixed period rales initially 
jumped on the news, bui began to 
ease yesterday after an unexpec- 
ted influx of funds exerted down- 
ward pressure. 

Spot-next finned 1/2 point to 
nine, 8-1/2 per cent but this 
mainly reflected technical adjust- 
ment. 

One and three-month funds 
both eased 1/16 point to 8-1 1/16. 
9/ 1 6 per cenL and 8- 1 5/ 1 6. 7/8 per 
cent respectively. 

Six-months and one-year were 
steady at nine, 8-15/16 per cent 
and 9-1/8. nine per cent. 

The spot riyal was little chan- 
ged at 3.7504/08 to the dollar.

US orders 
for goods 
fall 4.1 pc 

WASHINGTON. Oct 25, 
(Reuter): US orders for expen- 
sive manufactured goods fell 4.1 
per cent in September after an 
unusually large 5.7 per cent 
increase in August the govern- 
ment said today. 

Excluding the volatile 
category of military equipment 
durable goods orders fell 3.5 per 
cent last month after rising 5.1 
per cent in August the Com- 
merce Department said. 

Wall Street had expected a 
decline of about one per cent in 
orders for durable goods, which 
arc designed to last at least three 
years. 

Because the monthly figures 
are so volatile, economists were 
reluctant to read too much into 
the Sep (ember drop, even though 
it was consistent with other data 
suggesting that the economy 
slowed down slightly at the end 
of the third quarter. 

Gross national product 
figures due on Wednesday are 
expected to show that the econ- 
omy expanded at an annual rate 
of about three per cent between 
July and September compared 
with 3.2 per cent in the first six 
months of the year. 

The August rise in durable 
goods orders and the ensuing 
September decline were mostly 
the result of wide swings in the 
transportation category, the 
Commerce Department said. 

Orders for transportation 
equipment fell 10.2 per cent to 
S3 1.16 billion in September, 
mostly due to a drop in the ship- 
building and aircraft categories, 
after a surge of 18.6 per cent in 
Augrusi that mainly reflected r 
rise in car orders. 


Japan extends 
credit for 
Egyptian project 

TOKYO, Oct 25. (AP): The 
Export-Import Bank of Japan 
signed an agreement today to 
loan 14.7 billion yen (S116 
million) to the Egyptian Elec- 
tricity Authority to build a ther- 
mal power plant, a bank official 
said. 

The official, Tadahiko Nakag- 
awa. declined to disclose the 
repayment terms. 

He said Egypt would build the 
300-megawatt plant at Assiul, 
300 kilometres (180 miles) south 
of Cairo. The completion date is 
June 1991.

Dollar gains and gold edges higher 


LONDON, Oct 25. (Reuter): 
The dollar, which hi i four-month 
lows last week, got a boost from 
weaker oil prices and a US 
Treasury forecast that America’s 
huge trade deficit would narrow 
through 1989, currency dealers 
said. 

At midday in Europe, the US 
currency traded a l around 1.7965 
West German marks and 127.10 
Japanese yen, about a pfennig 
and a quarter of a yen up yester- 
day's close in London. It had 
ended last week just under 1.78 
marks and 126.50 yen. 

Lunchtime European oil 
prices were slightly up on their 
earlier close in Tokyo but, with 
North Sea Brent blend crude 
quoted at around S 12 a barrel for 
November delivery, were still 
about 20 cents down on Mon- 
day's London close. 

Higher 

Gold bullion edged higher, 
being fixed in London today at 
$406.60 an ounce compared with 
yesterday's finish of $405. 1 5. 

The metal is traditionally a 
favoured investor hedge against 
inflation, and last week's failure 
of two key OPEC ministerial 
committees to reach agreement 
on production cuts in the face of 
a glutted world oil market has 
eased inflation fears.

KHARTOUM, Sudan, Oct 25, 
( AP): In an effective devaluation 
of the Sudanese pound, the 
government established a free 
foreign currency exchange 
market today to function side by 
side with the official system. 

The Ministry of Economy 
announced the decision yester- 
day, and said the purchase price 
of a US dollar would be 1 1.40 
Sudanese pounds, and the sale 
price 1 1 .50 Sudanese pounds. 

The official rate is 4.5 Sudan- 


ese pounds to the dollar. 

The official Omd urman Radio 
reported today that the dollar 
was going at 11.40 Sudanese 
pounds on the free market. 

The ministry statement said 
the official rate would be used to 
purchase about 28 basic com- 
modities, including wheat, 
medicines, ' and petroleum 
products.™'*'— 

The ministry said an official 
committee would set the daily 
prices. 

Debt 

Sudan has a foreign debt bur-, 
den of about $13 billion and an 
inflation rate of 70 percent. It has 
reached a deadlock with the 
International Monetary Fund in 
talks aimed at reforming the 
country's economy.

Japan’s trading

Debt

Massive deals could go wrong if economy slows: economists 
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NEW YORK, Oct 25, (Reuter): 
An investment pool that could 
fund $250 billion in corporate 
buyouts is helping to fuel the 
biggest merger boom in history, 
but such massive deals could go 
seriously wrong if the economy 
slows abruptly, economists say. 

In the past month. Wall Street 
has been awash in takeovers and 
offers, with the most spectacular 
proposals coming last week from 
tobacco giants Philip Morris Cos 
Inc. and RJR Nabisco Inc. 

Buyout 

Wall Street investment bank- 
ers explained that $25 billion 
stockpiled by leveraged buyout 
funds could fund up to $250 
billion in takeovers. The funds 
could also put pressure on the 
management of companies 
already made vulnerable by low 
stock prices since last year’s 
market crash. 

In a typical leveraged buyout. 


the buyer puts in about 10 per 
cent of the purchase price and 
cash flow and the proceeds from 
assets sales are used to pay ofT 
debt from the transaction, take- 
over experts say.

WASHINGTON, Oct 25, (AP):

The omnibus trade bill passed 
by Congress this summer 
required the US Treasury De- 
partment to determine if four 
newly industrialised Asian coun- 
tries — Taiwan, South Korea, 
Singapore and Hong Kong — 
are artificially holding down the 
value of their currencies relative 
to the dollar. 

The report, delivered to the 
House and Senate Banking 
Committees yesterday, found 
that Singapore and Hong Kong, 
while running large trade sur- 
pluses, impose few restrictions 
on trade. 

Low 

Taiwan and South Korea, 
however, keep their currencies 
artificially low and impose tariffs 
and other barriers lo free Lrade, 
the report said. 

The failure of the Taiwan 
dollar and Korean won to 


appreciate significantly against 
the US dollar keeps prices of US 
exports to those countries high 
and the price of US imports of 
Taiwanese and South Korean 
products low. 

A senior Treasury official, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, noted that the 
United States has discussed the 
exchange rate issue with Taiwan 
and South Korea before, but said 
the trade bill represented “a very 
significant change in terms of 
perception.” 

Penalties 

Although it does not specify 
penalties against countries 
manipulating their currencies, 
the bill requires the administra- 
tion to assess the result of the 
negotiations in six months. 

“If there's a lack of progress, 
we will have to report that,” the 
official said. The new talks will 
begin “as soon as we can effec- 
tively commence the dialogue," 
he said.

Experts praise University of Illinois researchers 


Superfast computer designed 


CHICAGO, Oct 25, (UPI): 
Experts praised University of 
Illinois researchers for designing 
parallel computer architecture 
unking several smaller proces- 
sors into a superfast combina- 
tion that is as powerful as but far 
cheaper than a supercomputer. 

Researchers at the Centre for 
Supercomputer Research and 
Development announced yester- 
day they had successfully tested 
the “architecture" or hardware 
switches and computer program- 
mes needed to bind processors in 
a parallel design allowing several 
units to split up a large task and 
efficiently tackle its parts simul- 
taneously. 

David Kuck. director of the 
CSRD on the Champaign- 
Urbana Campus, said teams of 
researchers there had strung 
together two clusters of two 
processors and memory units in 
theparailchirchiteet ur e the y * 
the ^Cedar System.” Processors 
are the basic working unitsTof 
computers. 

Expansion 

Kuck said the design allows 
for expansion, and he expects to 
have 32 processors linked with 
Cedar by mid-1989. 
Theoretically the architecture 
could co-ordinate the work of up 
to 256 processors. 

“It’s a very nice network for 


interconnecting processors and 
memories in a way that’s very 
fast,” Kuck said in a telephone 
interview. 

Kuck said most supercom- 
puters. including America's fas- 
test Cray supercomputers, have 
been struggling to achieve 
greater speeds by improving the 
speed of a single, very expensive 
processor. A better approach, he 
said, would be to link multiples 
of less expensive processors, 
adding more speed with each 
processor. 

But the problem bas been har- 
monising the work of multiple 
processors, getting components 
to communicate with each other. 

The Cedar System flexibly but 
very efficiently links medium- 
priced processor units to one 
another and to each memory. “In 
quick time it allows every proces- 
sor to talk to every memory,” 
’"Kuckrsaid: •• • 

Tests 

Cedar has proved its ’mettle 
"already by charging through' 
several complex benchmark 
computer programmes at speeds 
close to or exceeding those of $ 1 6 
million Cray supercomputers. 
The four processors Cedar har- 
nessed for the tests, however, 
were modified Alliant mini- 
supercomputers, which cost 
about $500,000 each. 


Ron G runer, president of 
.Alliant Computer Systems Inc. 
in Littleton, Mass., said, “the 
Cedar System unlocks the inter- 
connection bottlenecks for 
highly parallel shared-memory 
systems of the future. Alliant 
believes that using some of the 
Cedar ideas will lead to higher 
performance-per-dollar systems 
than traditional supercomputers 
have delivered.” 

Steve Chen, oneofthe nation's

“It would help 
domestic energy industries by 
putting huge burdens on fanners 
and business and consumers.”

Martin was principal author 
of a departmental report last year 
concluding a major oil tariff 
would cost the economy almost 
three times as many jobs as it 
would restore to the domestic oil 
industry.

Reserve Bank of India also felt 
chat the needs of the rural 
population, especially the needs 
of the largest groups, were not 
being fully met by the banking 
sector. 

So RBI thought that specific 
areas should be allotted to dif- 
ferent banks who would prepare 
a development plan covering 
various activitiesofthe local peo- 
ple with special emphasis on 
agriculture and cottage industry. 


‘After preparing a deveJop- 
ntplan, a banking plan should 


mentplan, a banking plan should 
be implemented in order to take 
careoftheentire needsof thearea 
and the responsibility is left with 
the bank to whom the villages are 
allotted,” Nair said. He added 
that this is known as the Service 
Area Approach. 

Surveys 

Nair said Indian banking has 
been contemplating this method 
for the last two years. During the 
performance setting session for 
the- 1988, it was decided that 
branch managers should be 
made the kingpins of the bank. 

They should make a full survey 
of the command area of their 


branch and prepare a plan for 
three years — taking into con- 
sideration the local requirements 
and develop an action plan for 
every year. 

It should be a business plan of 
resource mobilisation and util- 
isation and find profitability and 
be well planned, Nair stressed. 
He said that as an Indian bank 
“We started this unique process 

even before the directi ve from the 

RBI or government.” 

The chairman said: “In 1986 
“we introduced a novel scheme 
known as New Entrepreneurial 
Development Agency (NEDA). 
This was designed to encourage 
financially qualified people to 
embark on developmental 
projects or industries with the 
full assistance from the banks 
We select the qualified people 
and also assist them in selecting 
the project and give appropriate 
training.

A nose for 
perfume

LONDON, (Reuter): Behind 
every great perfume, experts 
say, is a great nose. 

In the case of Parfums 
Rochas of Paris, the nose is 
long, supports spectacles, is rin- 
sed with salt water every morn- 
ing and insured for a huge but 
undisclosed sum. 

Its owner, thin and elegant 
like the nose itself, is master 
perfumer Nicolas Mamounas. 

"There are only aboul four 
or five great cream e perf timers 
in the world today, and Nicolas 
is one of them." a Rochas 
official whispered as 
Mamounas showed off his skill 
on a recent visit to Selfridges, 
the large London department 
store. 

“They're very rare, these 
people, 'and they're very much 
behind the scenes." 

Mamounas, who can recog- 
nise hundreds of natural and 
synthetic fragrances from 
memory, identified 10 
unlabelled perfumes at a 
demonstration in Selfridges' 
perfumed pavilion. 

He says anyone, with prac- 
tice, can improve their sense of 
smell — and anyone can 
develop their sensuality to the 
maximum by using perfumes 
that suit them. 

“You have to find the per- 
fume that matches your aura, 
the magnetism ihat you 
exude." he said in an interview. 

“If you find a product that 
suits you, you really exploit to 
the full your seductive poten- 
lila. Because in the end. per- 
fume is made to seduce." 

According to Mamounas, 
everyone has a unique “skin 
chemistry" corresponding to 
their race, diet, perspiration, 
skin temperature and a host of 
other factors. 

The secret is lo find the 
’family* of perfumes that suits 
•you, and make sure the 
fragrance complements your 
skin chemistry rather than 
fighting against it. 

Born in Alexandria of a 
Greek family, M amou nas wen t 
to Paris as a young man to 
study chemsitry at the Paris 
Sorbonne. He discovered his 
talent by competing with a 
friend to identify the perfumes 


of women they met at plays and 
concerts. 

If he didn't know, he asked. 
“Once I asked someone in 
front of me on a bus what per- 
fume she was wearing, and she 
replied: “Young man, if that’s 
your way of chatting up 
women, it won't work with 
me." Bui then 1 explained to ter 

After leaving the Sorbonne, 
he studied perfumery for 
several years at Grasse, south- 
ern France, before establishing 
himself as a freelance consul- 
tant to several of the French 
perfume houses. 

He became Rochas* master 
perfumer, or ‘nose,’ 11 years 
ago. 

Mamounas declines lo reveal 
his age — “nearer 50 than 30" 

— and will not say how much 
money his nose is insured for. 

Helooksaflerit by wrapping 
up against the cold, avoiding 
smoky rooms, watching bis diet 

— no garlic, not too much alco- 
hol, plenty of fish and vegeta- 
bles — and careful 'nose-tun- 
ing' every day. 

“1 rinse it every morning with 
salted cold water to keep the 
mucus moist and loose." he 
said. 

One thing he avoids is wear- 
ing after-shave himself. “I 
don’t use perfume. “I'm iikeihe 
baker who doesn't eat cakes ... 
If I wear after-shave when I go 
to the laboratory I can smell my 
loti on and that gets in my way. 

Mamounas works inten- 
sively on two to three new per- 
fumes a year, with the most 
expensive selling at around £80 
($135) fora small bottle. 

His name never appears on 
the perfumes, and he draws his 
reward from the creative side of 
his work. 

“Perfumery is a very abstract 
art, more abstract than music,” 
he said. “You create an olfac- 
tory shape in you head and try 
to achieve it. You bring things 
from the depths of yourself into 
the light and you say: “For me, 
that is beauty." 

Mamounas likes to savour 
his creations when women wear 
them. He admires French 
women for their taste, subtlety 
and sense of proportion in 
wearing perfume — and finds 
those qualities lacking in 
Americans. “Everything is 
multiplied by five in that coun- 
try." British women are some- 
where in between. 

For all that, he has never 
married. “I don't think an artist 
can marry," he said. 


Mammography: it reveals more than 7 we fhiirk 


Mammography has made it possible to 
detect cancer at very early stages, but 
mammograms are also revealing with alar- 
ming frequency an abnormality that isn’t 
truly cancerous, but ‘pre-cancerous.’ Since 
a pre-cancer may develop into a cancer, 
women who receive such a diagnosis often 
feel like a time bomb is ticking away inside. 
How worried should they be? 


PRECANCERS aren’t life- 
threatening in and of them- 
selves. Rather, they're abnor- 
mal cells that have multiplied, 
but haven’t yet invaded the 
surrounding healthy tissue. 

One of the precancers, 
intraductal carcinoma in situ 
(DCIS), occurs in the milk 
ducts of the breasts, where 80 
per cent of all breast cancers 
develop. The other, lobular 
carcinoma in situ ( LCIS). starts 
in the breast’s milk-producing, 
glands. 

Both of these precancers may 
very well take years in which to 
develop, says Susan M. Love, 
M.D., clinical assistant profes- 
sor of surgery at Harvard 
Medical School and director of 
the Faulkner Breast Centre in 
Boston. She and other resear- 
chers suspect that DCIS may 
somehow be related to a 
woman's monthly hormonal 


fluctuations. Researchers 
aren't sure just what causes the 
microscopic cell changes in the 
milk glands. 

How risky is it? 

There's a good a chance that 
precancer can ultimately 
develop into full-blown cancer, 
says Dr Love. If untreated, 
DCIS leads to invasive ductal 
cancer from 28 to 40 percent of 
the time. LCIS increase by 
about 30 per cent within thirty 
years. 

No one knows just how 
many women develop precan- 
cer of the breast, although 
autopsies on seventy women 
who died of causes other than 
breast cancer showed that 30 
per cent of them had one of the 
two precancers. 

How is it diagnosed? 

Mammography does help 
detect some cases of DCIS.

Australian Cricket Board 
chief executive David Richards 
told a press conference today the 
two countries would submit a 
detailed proposal to the Inter- 
national Cricket Conference on 
November 10. 

A decision on the bid would be 
made next January, Richards 
said. The only other applicantfor 
the 1992 Cup is Pakistan, which 
jointly staged the 1987 competi- 
tion with India. 

“We want to let people know 


we are very keen to see the World 
Cup in this part of the world. We 
think it would be very good thing 
to defend the title we won in 1 987 
in Australia and New Zealand,” 
Richards said later by telephone. 

Qualifying 

Richards said the tournament 
would lake place from mid- 
February to mid-March 1992 
with the 24 qualifying games 
being played in each state capital 
of Australia and the four major 
New Zealand grounds. 

“We have made an agreement 
the final will be in Australia but 
at this stage we have not decided 
if it would be in Melbourne or 


Sydney." he said. 

The countries announced a 
feasibility study last November 
on staging the World Cup. 
Richards said this study had 
shown three key factors which 
underlined the two countries' 
chances of staging the Cup. 

“Firstly, the success of the 
Australian side has given us a 
stimulus. Secondly, over the past 
10 years there has been a high 
level of public support for one- 
day games not involving Aus- 
tralia. 

“Lastly, the popularity of one- 
day cricket make us confident we 
can stage the competition succes- 
sfully."

East Germany 
had 1 02 medals and 37 gold, and

Three times Dutch cham- 
pions, PSV have failed to recap- 
ture the scintillating form they 
showed last season in gleaning a 
two-point First Division lead. 

Porto, European champions 


in 1987, have not fared much 
better. They have scored just 10 
goals in 10 League games and 
scraped into the second round of 
the competition with a 3-2 
aggregate win over Finland's 
HJK Helsinki.

Soviet master Alexander 
Bdjavsky, equal with Kasparov 
before yesterday's final round, 
lost to forma world champion 
Boris Spassky of France ana had 
to be content with second place. 
Soviet former world cham- 


pion Mikhail Tal ratwa third. 

Kasparov looked in indif- 
ferent form throughout most of 
the three-week tournament but 
put on a final spurt towards the 
end, winning threeofhislastfour 
games. 

Meanwhile, a playoff for the 
Soviet chess title has been called 
off and arch-rivals Kasparov and 
Anatoly Karpov will share the 
award, a Moscow newspaper 
said yesterday. 

The Soviet Chess Federation 
decided at a {denary meeting on 
Saturday to scrap plans for the 
two men to contest a four-game 


playoff starting on December 25, 
Vechemaya Moskva said. 

“The plenum called off the 
match," the newspaper said. 
“Grandmasters Anatoly Kar- 
pov and Garry Kasparov are the 
1 988 USSR champions.” 

The two both scored 11.5 
points at the Soviet Chess Cham- 
pionships which ended on 
August 18. Although the two had 
played against each other 130 
times, the Moscow tournament 
was their first contest for the 
Soviet title. 

Karpov lost the world cham- 
pionship to Kasparov in 1985.
